AMERICAN PATRIOTISM, 

One of the extraordinary delusions of the papers rep- 
resenting those who arrogate to themselves the title of 
anti-imperialists is that if they are sufficiently vociferous 
concerning the horrors of war and the like they will 
frighten young Americans from enlisting in our Army 
and thus embarrass the Government. They have not had 
much encouragement thus far but are still hopeful. A 
writer in the New York “Tribune” tells some stories 
which show how false are the premises upon which these 
malcontents proceed. He says: ‘The Anglo-Saxon 
loves a fight for the fight’s sake. There is a pure and 
chastened joy in fighting that appeals to him, and he will 
throw everything else aside for the pleasure of partici- 
pating in a scrap. It doesn’t make any difference what 
1is degree is, he'll go just the same. Wither as officer or 
as soldier, it makes but little difference; but go he will. 
A friend of mine who was an officer in the Spanish war 
told me a couple of stories illustrative of this. He was 
a staff officer, appointed from the Regular Army. One 
night, noticing that the sentry around headquarters 
seemed to know little of his duty, he sent for the corporal 
of the guard and gave him some instructions. Later the 
corporal, like Oliver Twist, came back for more, and 
then it developed that that same corporal was a Heidel- 
berg graduate, was a doctor and had thrown up the 
largest practice in one of our Far Northwestern cities to 
take a blanket. Crossing the Pacific this captain acted 
as officer of the day, and in his round he came across 
some soldiers playing poker. 

“The men hid their cards, and he pretended not to see. 
That night, however, he made inquiry concerning the 
game of the sergeant-major of the regiment. This ser- 
geant-major, by the way, was a brother of the lieutenant- 
colonel and a graduate of Harvard in the class of "D8. 
A good, clean, conscientious boy, With a strong love of 
country, he laid down his life in those far-off Philippines. 
The sergeant-major paralyzed the captain by telling him 
the game was $50 limit. This was true, and it was 
further ascertained that those four private soldiers bore 
letters of credit on Hong Kong for $30,000, while one of 
them was the richest man in one of our great wheat 
States. I give you these haphazard instances, which 
could be indefinitely multiplied. They go to show, how- 
ever, the stuff of which America is made. When her 
blood, brains and wealth all combine, and no one, no 
matter how softly nurtured, fears the ranks; when men 
whose lines of life lie along the easiest paths will throw 
them down for love of country and in defence of her 
honor, America need never fear the issue, nor hesitate 
to right a wrong. If China forces war these same men 
will go as gayly to the combat as ever they did to that 
with Spain. The knowledge that torture may be their 
lot will deter them by not so much as an inch’s breadth.”

EXHIBITION OF ORDNANCE. 

The Pan-American Exposition to be held at Buffalo, 
N. Y. next year, is arranging for an extensive display 
under the direction of Lieut. Godfrey L. Carden, R. C. 
S., of ordnance and war material articles, which will 
comprise all articles of American manufacture, suitable 


for war purposes and ranging from a 12-inch gun, down 
to a pocket emergency ration. Its purpose is to in- 
dicate to foreign countries the ability of private estab- 
lishments in the United States to undertake the fur- 
nishing of supplies for the maintenance of military and 





naval forces to foreign countries and thus direct some 





of their trade to the United States. The idea is not 
so much to make an elaborate exhibit in point of volume. 
as it is to make it selective in character. It is expected 
that a great majority of the manufacturers of the 
United States interested in this line of work, will be rep- 
resented and that foreign Governments in response to 
invitations, will send military and naval commissions 
to Buffalo charged with the duty of reporting on this 
display of goods. With the exception of one country, 
every South American country will send commissions 
to the Pan-Americaan Exposition. 

As special features of the exhibit there will be a huge 
Gruson turret, full-size, a military mast of the Oregon 
type, fitted with fighting tops mounting rapid-fire guns, 
and a 12-inch disappearing gun arranged for actual 
firing over Lake Erie. Butts will be erected for the 
purpose of enabling the manufacturers of rapid-fire 
guns to display the actual workings of their pieces. 

A large attendance at the Buffalo Exposition is ex- 
pected. It is within a day’s ride of over forty millions 
of people. Niagara is within half an hour’s ride, and 
is to turn the wheels of the machinery. The railroads 
are to give low rates and the country is so prosperous 
that many can find the means to travel.

FRENCH GUNS. 


In spite of the precautions taken by the French to keep 
to themselves the facts concerning the performance of 
their quick-firing field pieces the “Allgemeine Schweize- 
rische Militar Zeitung,”’ gives some interesting particu- 
lars of the performances of these guns during the most 
recent trials carried out with them. Of the mechanism 
by which these results are obtained it can, however, only 
state that the gun itself on being fired recoils into a 
sheath (gaine) without imparting any motion to the gun 
carriage, which even on the smoothest surface does not 
move through a hair’s breadth. Presently the gun 
emerges from this sheath, running up again automati- 
cally into exactly the position, both with regard to the 
horizontal and vertical planes, in which it was before 
being fired. The working of the mechanism within this 
sheath is the secret so carefully guarded. Twelve officers 
only in the whole French Army, who are employed at the 
several ordnance factories are, it is stated, acquainted 
with its details; and so anxious are the authorities that 
these should not become known that the commanders of 
the experimental batteries are instructed if anything 
goes wrong not to make any attempt to repair the dam- 
age or to seek to find out in any way what is amiss, but 
to at once send the piece back to the factory. 

It is stated that one of the new guns can easily fire 12 
to 13 effective rounds in a minute, or about as many as 
ean be fired in the same time by a whole battery of six 
guns of the pattern now in use. The calibre of the gun 
has been reduced from 90 to 75 millimetres, and conse- 
quently the striking force of the projectile has suffered; 
but, on the other hand, it is stated that a really astound- 
ing accuracy of fire is obtainable even at a range of 2,400 
metres. In view of the great rapidity of fire obtainable 
the number of guns in a battery has been reduced to four, 
while the number of ammunition wagons has been in- 
creased. This, the Swiss journal concludes, will un- 
doubtedly give the French field artillery a great advan- 
tage over that of other nations, so long as the details of 
the mechanism can be kept secret, but for how long it 
will be possible to do this is quite another matter. 

In a series of articles in the “Militar Wochenblatt,” 
on the fire tactics of French field artillery Lieutenant- 
General Rohne observes that the French hepe to obtain 
a higher degree of efficacy for their artillery fire by in- 
creasing the rapidity of fire of ‘their guns. The views 
now taken in France as to the employment and fire ac- 
tion of artillery have been greatly influenced, says Gen- 
eral Rohne, by the ideas put forward by Langlois in 
his work, “L’Artillerie de Campagne en liaison avec les 
autres armes,” and it is: interesting to note how these 
ideas have developed in the course of time since the pub- 
lication of the book in 1892. Langlois asserted that 
artillery should only fire against important marks, and 
was to lie in wait for long periods for fleeting oppor- 
tunities of directing its well-prepared rapid fire upon the 
field of battle like the sudden bursting of a hurricane, 
to be followed by another long interval of silence should 
the object of its fire not be overwhelmed. Long-con- 
tinued bombardment is not possible; a widely-opened 
fork will be formed, and the ground lying between swept 
by fire on the tir echelonne principle. The tir echelonne 
however, did not come to stay, and its place has been 
taken by the tir progressif. 

The French pieces are furnished with steel shields, 
which afford the gunners protection against shrapnel, 
and also at moderately long ranges, against infantry fire; 
although theoretically the French regulations, like those 
of Germany, place action before cover, erst Wirkung, 
dann Deckung. In French military literature there is a 
marked predilection for covered positions. The guns are 
to be drawn so far back that not only a man standing 
apright, but even a man on horseback, cannot see the 
mark; indeed, under certain circumstances, it is rec- 
flashes on discharge may be hidden from the enemy.

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RIGHT TO COMMAND IN JOINT OPERATIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Will -you kindly furnish me with a solution to the fol- 
lowing query? A detachment of army troops, a de- 
tachment of marines and a detachment of sailors are 
combined for some duty, for example, a parade or quell- 
ing a riot. The senior officer is a naval officer, and, by 
virtue of his rank, takes precedence. over. the marine 
oflicer according to Navy Regulations, but cannot as- 
sume command of the Army officer. Article 122, ‘‘Arti- 
cles of War,” establishes in plain and unmistakable lan- 
guage the right to command, so far as Army and Marine 
officers are concerned, but does not give to either an 
Army or a Navy officer the right to take command of the 
other. In the above query the Marine officer is the 
senior of the Army officer and by virtue of the law is 
entitled to give him any instructions or commands af- 
fecting the needs of these two detachments; but as above 
stated, is himself under the command of the Navy 
oflicer present. What would be the status of each officer 
in regard to the other in this “Fox, Goose and Corn” 
state of affairs? 

: “INQUISITIVE.” 

All the Articles of War are contained in one enact- 
ment. “By the terms of the 78th and 122d Articles of 
War line officers of the Marine Corps when detached 
for service with the Army by order of the President are 
assimilated to officers of the Army proper, so far as 
respects right of command. A marine officer therefore 
in charge of a detachment of his corps and serving with 
1 detachment of sailors having a naval officer senior in 
command to him, could not under the circumstances 
named, assume command over a detachment of the Army. 
There is no law governing the relations in respect to 
command of Navy and Army officers when their re- 
spective commands happen to meet or are engaged in a 
common enterprise on land, but the President as com- 
mander-in-chief has the power to regulate this matter 
when joint operations are necessary. In the absence of 
uny orders from him, the detachments of the Army and 
Navy are independent of each other in respect to com- 
inand, and although a marine officer may be the highest 

i. rank he cannot assume command over an Army de- 
tachment commanded by his junior unless he has been 
detached by the orders of the President for service with 
the Army.—Editor Army and Navy Journal.

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Many new and interesting types of guns are being 
experimented with bythe Navy and the work at the 
various gun factories of the Government on the guns 
of the established types is progressing with satisfaction— 
n fact the making of the guns has already greatly out- 
striped the construction of the ships for which they are 
intended. At the gun factory at the Washington Navy 
Yard the work continues with practically the same 
force as was employed during the Spanish war, when 
the number of employees was so largely increased to 
meet the exigencies of the occasion. Ordnance officers 
f the Navy are much interested in the new 7.5-inch 
gun now under course of construction and which will 
soon be in readiness for testing. The new gun has 
nany admirers among officers of the Navy and also many 
opponents. There is no doubt but that it will be neces- 
sary, at no very distant day, for the Navy to adopt 
a gun of larger calibre than 6 inches which will -be 
in every manner a rapid firer. The efficiency of a 
rapid fire gun depends entirely upon the smashing effect 
of the projectiles and it seems to be the consensus of 
opinion among ordnance authorities that 6-inch caliber 
is not large enough to meet the demands of the service. 
The new gun must be of as small bore as possible, in

order that the weight of the projectile may be reduced 
to the minimum and must combine length with a high 
muzzle velocity. It is believed that the proper bore 
for the new gun is 7.5 inches. For many years there 
has been a continuous race between the gun and the 
armor. The armor now manufactured. is without doubt 
the finest made; but even this is not able to protect ships 
from the huge armer-piercing guns of the present. 

The work of installing new gun machinery at the 
Washington Ordnance Factory goes on without inter- 
ruption, and in the near future that factory will have no 
superior for the manufacture of guns and their mounts 
in the whole world.

The presence of our troops with the allies in China 
gives an opportunity, such as has never occurred before 
and may never occur again, to compare our troops in 
all respects with the troops of foreign nations serving 
at the same time and under precisely similar con- 
ditions.

-as to criticism and are too prone to test advice given 


in such matters by preconceptions which they might 
possibly abandon if their observation or experience had 
been similar to that of those who advocate a change. 
We recall the experience of a young cavalry officer sent 
abroad as an attache. He presented to the War De- 
partment a report containing recommendations so dis- 
tasteful to those then in authority that they pigeon-holed 
it. We remember that we tried. in vain to get sight of it. 
There should be power somewhere to prevent such 
a misuse of authority. No matter what an vofficer 
recommends, his recommendations should, if based upon 
observation and experience, one or both, be brought to 
the light of day that they may be considered and dis- 
cussed by the Army as a whole. 








Considerable confusion has been noticed in the daily 
newspapers relative to the designation of warships as 
“first-class,” etc. This is probably due to ignorance of 
the fact that a new basis of rating has been adopted 
since the Spanish-American war. Before the war, ships 
were rated by their displacement, the rule being that 
vessels having a tonnage of 5,000 or more were first 
rate, second being under 5,000 ard over 3,000, ete. 
Now, howeveg, this rule does not apply because of the 
large number of converted cruisegs of big tonnage and 
colliers taken into the Navy, which, of course, cannot 
be rated as first class. The rating determines under 
the law the rank of the commanding officer and hence 
there is at present a -general mix-up as to rating by 
tonnage. One is correct, however, in saying that the 
ships are classed as, first class battleships, second class, 
ete. This is the type of the vessel. For. instance, at 
present it is proper to say the Oregon is a first class 
battleship, but future developments may bring forth a 
more advanced. type which will force the Oregon to sec- 
ond class. An endeavor. will be made to obtain Con- 
gressional action to straighten out the tangle.

In considering the position of Lord Roberts in South 
Africa it should be remembered that the Army with 
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the necessity of dropping brigades and battalions behind 
it te maintain the communications.

The Rev. Father Stenmans, Secretary to Archbishop 
Chapelle, Apostolic Delegate to the Philippines, has 
reached home after an absence of nine months. He 
says that Archbishop Chapelle will leave Manila in 
November, going direct to Rome, where he wiil lay 
before the Pope the exact condition of ecclesiastical 
affairs in the Philippines.

The relative estimate of offences at the Military Acad- 
emy is indicated by the proceedings in the cases of two 
cadets, one of whom was dismissed the service for mak:

The one is regarded as a taint in the blood which unfits 
a man for service as an officer; the other as an indiscre- 
tion which a comparatively lenient punishment may be 
sufficient to correct. We remember that a distinguished 
soldier of our Army who served gallantly in Mexico and 
the Civil War was found guilty of the ottence of drunk- 
enness at the Military Academy, though he was subse- 
quently known for his rigid adherence to the rule of total 
abstinence. Many question whether liquor is even a good 
servant, but there can be no doubt that it is a bad master 
and those who have any doubt of their ability to control 
it should let it severely alone. 





A San Franciseo despatch says: At Baden) a suburb 
of this city, 800 horses, fresh from the ranges of Mon- 
tana, Nevada and northern California, are being broken 
for service in China under contract from the Govern: 
ment of Germany. Fifty men are employed every day 
at the work, twenty-one of whom are expert horsemen. 
The horses to be subdued and trained—the light ones for 
cavalry and heavier animals for the artillery and trans- 
port service—are herded in a huge enclosure. Other 
consignments are arriving from the ranges daily and 
the work of training will be continued for three months 
more at least. 


The Rev. Dr. D. Z. Sheffield, president of the North 
China College, which has been burnt by the Boxers, 
before sailing from San Francisco, late in June, left 
behind him the manuscript of an article which will 
appear in the September “Century” under the title 
of “The Influence of the Western World on China.”

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THE CAPTURE OF PEKIN. 

The prediction in our last issue that the demoraliz- 
ation of the Chinese army would prevent any serious 
opposition to the final advance of the allies was ver- 
ified by the comparatively easy capture of Pekin and 
the relieving of the beleaguered legations. Informa- 
tion from there is not sufficiently definite to enable 
an aecurate estimate to be formed of the complicity 
of the Chinese Government in the attack on the lega- 
tions and the resistance to the entrance of .the allies 
into the city. Though Imperial troops were found fight- 
ing against the foreigners the claim is already put 
forward by apologists for China that they were doimg 
so in violation of orders, and even now, out of the 
weakness of the Imperial army, is constructed the in- 
geniously audacious claim that the absence of deter- 
mined opposition to the international forces at Pekin 
is an evidence of Imperial sympathy if, not co-operation 
with the purposes of the relief expedition. Informa- 
tion as to the exact whereabouts of the royal family 
is lacking but the impression seems to be generally 
held that they have taken their sacred persons to a 
safe place in the interior. The bombardment and cap- 
ture of the Forbidden City may do much to break 
up the superstitious belief in the inviolability of the 
linperial abode. ‘ , 

The taking of Pekin was not accomplished without 
considerable loss to our own contingent and there 
will be widespread regret over the death of the gal- 
lant Captain Reilly of the 5th Artillery of whom our 
accounts from the Philippines have had so many splen- 
did things to say in connection with his work against 
the rebels. Our men were well to the front in the 
capture of the Chinese Capital and in one despatch 
are credited with being the first to enter the place. 

An interesting supplement to the cable news is found 
in the exhaustive reports from our officers in China 
which we publish elsewhere. The obstacles our men 
encountered from climate and topography, which could 
only be guessed at from the telegraphic accounts, stand 
out clearly in these reports. , 

Though a press despatch announcing the fall of Pekin 
which we mentioned in our last issue, reached the public 
previously, the first official news to reach the Navy 
Department came in a despatch on August 17 to the 
Bureau of Navigation from Admiral Remey which 
read as follows: 

Taku, Aug. 17, 1 A. M. 

Just received telegram from Tien-Tsin dated 16th, 
10 p. m.: “Pekin was captured on Aug. 15. Foreign 
legations are safe. Details follow shortly.” 

REMEY. 

The same night the State Department gave out this 
despatch: 

Che-Foo, Aug. 17. 

Japanese admiral reports allies attacked Pekin, east, 
15th. Obstina:e resistance. Evening, Japanese en- 
tered capital wi h other forces. Immediately surround- 
ed legations. Inmates safe. Japanese loss over 100. 
Chinese 300. 
FOWLER. 

The first Army report came through this despatch sent 
by the Japanese General Yamaguchi to Tokio, dated 
Pekin, Aug. 16: : 

“The allies attacked Pekin early yesterday, opening 
with artillery on the eastern side. The wall was_ob- 
stinately held by the enemy. The Japanese and Rus- 
sians were to the northward of the Tung-Chow Canal. 
The Americans and British were on the south side. At 
nightfall the Japanese blew up the two eastern gates 
of the Tartar City and entered. In the meantime the 
Amcricans and British entered the Chinese city by the 
Tung-Pien Gates. Detachments of each force were 
sent toward the legations. ‘The parties met near the 
legations and opened communication, All the Ministers 
and their staffs were found safe. The Japanese loss 
was over 100 killed, including three officers. The los- 
ses of the other allies have not been ascertained. Four 
hundred Chinese were killed.’ 

We did not hear from General Chaffee till August 
19, when the War Department made public this mes- 
sage: 

Che-Foo, Aug. 19. 
We entered legation’s grounds at 


Pekin, Aug. 15: 
Right wounded 


5 o'clock with 14th and light battery. 
during day’s fighting; otherwise all well. 
CHAFFEE. 

The date of this which would make the 14th the date 
of entry was held to be an error of transmission and 
should have read, “Pekin, the 16th.” 

Information not found in Chaffee’s message was con- 
tained in this despatch received the same day from 
Rear Adiniral Remey: 

Che-Foo, (no date.) 

Taku, 18th: Telegraph line to Pekin interrupted. In- 
formation, Japanese sources, Empress Dowager detained 
by Prince Yungedo, inner city, which being bombarded 
by allies. Chaffee reports entered legation grounds even- 
ing fourteenth. Kight wounded during day’s fight- 
ing; otherwise all well.

Rear Admiral Bruce cabled to the British Admiralty 
from Che-Foo, under date of Aug. 19, as follows: “Am 
informed on the authority of the Japanese that street 
fighting still continues in Pekin, part of which is on 
fire. Yang-Sa (?%) prevented the Empress from leaving, 
and a last stand is now being made in the inner city, 
which is surrounded by the allies and being bombarded.”

The entire city, with the exception of the Imperial 
Palace, is occupied by Japanese, Russians, British, 
Americans and French. It is being apportioned into 
districts for police supervision. The Chinese army fled. 
The Imperial family and the Court had gone westward, 
probably to Sian-F'u in the Province of Shensi. No 
representatives of the Chinese Government are in sight 
in Pekin and the conditions are chaotic. The palace 
is expected to be taken immediately. Many missionaries 
have started for home, while others remain in charge of 
the Christian refugees, numbering about 1,000.

Russia’s campaign elsewhere in Manchuria seems to 
be progressing satisfactorily and the Chinese appear 
wholly demoralized. 5 

Gen. Frey, the commander of the French forces in 
China, cabled from Tien-Tsin under date of Aug. 9 
as follows: 

“On the march to Pekin the Rtssians and Japanese 
received private information to the effect that the 
Chinese did not intend to offer any resistance’ to the 
allies, but would make proposals for peace. after a 

retended defence of Tung Chow. On returning to 
Tien-Tsin I proposed to the Germans, Austrians and 
Italians, who have not been represented in the Sghting 
column, the advisability of their hastening forward with 
their detachments to co-operate with the other troops, 
if necessary, in an attack on Pekin. All the com- 
manders of these forces willingly agreed to this. The 
French reserves from Tien-Tsin are hurrying forward 
by forced marches to join the main column. Andouard 
will accompany me to Pekin.” 

Some newspaper accounts of the taking of Pekin say 
that Co. E, 14th U. S. Inf., planted its flag on the 
outer wall, Musician Titus scaling the wall with a 
rope by means of which his comrades climbed to the 
top. On the strength of this report the War Depart- 
ment has prepared a sketch of Titus. His full name is 
Calvin P. Titus and he is 20 years old. He enlisted at 
Wichita, Kan., April 5, 1899. He had previously bees 
in the Ist Vermont Vol. Inf. The Pekin casualty list 
shows he was slightly wounded. 

So serious has become the situation at Shanghai that 
the Consul’s opposition to the landing of British troops 
quickly died out when the warships made ready to sail 
away, and eventually the English landing was encour- 
aged. France, however, also landed men. 

The siege of the foreigners in Pekin continued 56 
days. The bombardment of the legations began June 
20. For three weeks previously the Americans, Japanese 
and Europeans had practically been prisoners. News 
of the killing of the Japanese Chancellor of Legation 
and the German Minister was received about the middle 
of June. In the first week in June all communication 
with Pekin was cut off, and then began the period of 
suspense as to the fate of the envoys that was not 
broken till July 31, when the legations established com- 
munication with home governments. The last move- 
ment, which has ended in the capture of Pekin, began 
at Tien-Tsin on Aug. 2. 

The Emperor William on Aug. 18 presented to Count 
von Waldersee a Field Marshal’s baton,:in his address 
impressing upon him the great responsibilities he would 
have as Commander-in-Chief in China. He strongly in- 
timated that Russia took the initiative in accepting the 
appointment of Waldersee. The Count left rlin on 
Aug. 20 for China, receiving ovations as he passed 
through the German cities. Col. Marchand, the noted 
French explorer of Fashoda fame, who nearly brought 
on a war between France and England, has been ap- 
pointed on the general staff of the French China Ex- 
peditionary forces. 

Honors are already coming to those distinguished in 
the Pekin operations. The Czar has bestowed the 3 
Class Order of St. George upon Gen. Linevitch, Com- 
mander of the Russian troops in the Province of Pechili 
and congratulated him as well as Admiral Alexeieff 
and the “heroic Siberian troops” on the rapid capture of 
Pekin. M. Pichon, French envoy at Pekin, has received 
from his government the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor. 

The following message was sent from Washington: 


: War Department, Aug. 22. 
Major Gen. Chaffee, Pekin, via Taku: 

The President joins me in congratulations to you and 
the officers and men of your command on the brilliant 
achievement, in which the courage, fortitude and skill! 
of the American forces in China have played so honorable 
a part. With mourning for your fallen comrades, the 
whole country is proud and grateful for your great

Queen Victoria sent the following cable despatch to 
the ofticer commanding the marine guard at Pekin: 

“I thank God that you and those under your com- 
mand have been rescued from your perilous situation. 
With my people I waited with the deepest anxiety for 
the good news of your safety and the happy termination 
to your heroic and prolonged defence. I grieve for our 
losses and the sufferings experienced by the besieged.

General Gaselee, the Commander of the British forces 
at Pekin, on Aug. 23 telegraphed to the War Office as 
follows: : 

“At a conference on Aug. 12 it was agreed that allies 
should concentrate within five miles of Pekin on Aug. 
14, and the assault should begin on Aug. 15. The at- 
tack, however, commenced early in the morniug of 
Aug. 14, and our troops had to make a forced march 
of fifteen miles from Tun-Chow in great heat. We 
were on the extreme left, and attacked the southe.st 
gate of the Chinese city. There was practically no »ppo- 
sition, as we were not expected at that point. ‘ihe 
Indian troops broke down and rushed the gate and 1 
entered with cavalry and guns. I then sent other cav- 
alry and the Punjab Infantry to the Temple of Heaven 
to secure our left flank and camping ground, and with 
the other corps pushed on toward the legations. At 
3 o’elock we got on the canal, opposite the water cute, 
and were signalled from the wall held by the lega- 
tioners. I, with a portion of the staff and seventy 
Indians, rushed across the amost dry moat and entvcred 
through the water gate without loss. We found all 
well in the legations. Macdonald immediately showed 
me around the positions, with.the view of further ac- 
tion. 

“In the mean time our field artillery had been brought 
up to bombard the central gate of the Tartar City, but 
a sortie by the Americans and Russians of the garrison 
along the wall anticipated the bombardment, and the 
gate fell into our hands. Two field guns were then 
brought into the Legation, and the rest were sent back 
to the Temple of Heaven. At about 5 in the afternoon 
the Americans under General Chaffee entered the Le- 
gation, and then we moved on toward the central gate 
of the Tartar City for the night. By nightfall we had 
400 men in the Legation. (Here, apparently, some 
words are missing.) During the evening, at the Temple 
of Heaven, we were engaged, and, after inflicting heavy 
losses, we occupied the south gate of the Chinese city.” 

The Russian War Office has received the following 
despatch, dated Che-F'00, Aug. 21, from the Russian 
Commander: 

“Our troops stormed the eastern gate of Pekin on 
the canal at 2 o’clock in the morning. They were the 
first to enter the city, and the Russian flag was the first 
to be hoisted on the walls. The bombardment of the 
gate lasted fourteen hours. Gen. Wasilewski, com- 
mander of the advanced guards, and Col. Modl, com- 
manding the rifle regiment, scaled the wall at the head 
of their troops and occupied the top, where they hoisted 
the Russian flag, thus rendering certain the capture of 
the gate. The Chinese still held the observatory and 
other towers, whence they heavily enfiladed us until 
our infantry forced them to quit. 

“Our losses were Col. Autenkoff and twenty men 
killed, and Gen. Wasilewski, Col. Modl, five other offi- 
cers and 102 men wounded. The Imperial Government 
had fled. We found the members of the legations in 
great straits. They had exchanged shots daily with 
the Chinese, who during the last few days had redoubled 
their attacks. The day of the capture of the city, great 
destruction was wrought at all the legations. Five 
members of the Russian legation were killed during the 
siege and twenty wounded.” 


The position-of the United States in the matter of 
peace overtures was set forth by the correspondence 
given out by the State Department on Aug. 23. On 
Aug. 20 a dispatch from Li Hung Chang, requested 
the United States to appoint an envoy with full powers 
to open negotiations for a cessation of hostilities, this in 
view of the object of the relief expedition being accom- 
plished. On Aug. 21 a despatch from Earl Li urged 
Minister Wu to confer with Secretary Hay on the with- 
drawal of troops and the appointment of a plenipotenti- 
ary. The State Department answered on Aug. 22 that 
although the condition of the memorandum of Aug. 12 
had not been fulfilled and the Powers had been forced to 
rescue their ministers by force of arms, this government 
was ready to invite the Powers to join in a truce 
when security is established in the Chinese capital and 
the Chinese government shows a willingness and ability 
to effect a suspension of hostilities. : 





OUR SOLDIERS’ STAY IN CHINA. 

It has been decided by the administration that it will 
be necessary for this country to retain the entire force 
under General Chaffee in China for many mouths, which 
will undoubtedly mean until next spring. The naval 
authorities also state no move will be made to reduce 
the force under Rear-Admiral Remey. It is among the 
probabilities that General Chaffee will be ordered to 
return soon to Tien-Tsin and remain there with his 
army awaiting developments. All of the troops under 
orders for China will be sent there. Whatever it may 
be, rumors have reached Washington to the effect that 
the Chinese are collecting in force on the road between 
Pekin and Tien-Tsin. 

Another meeting of the Naval War Board has been 
ealled. The meetings this summer of the board have 
been nearly exclusively devoted to the discussion of 
tactical subjects in connection with the Chinese situa- 
tion. It is said that at the present meeting the dis- 
position of the Marines in China will be carefully con- 
sidered. There seems to be no doubt that it will be 
neessary for this country to maintain a force of marines 
at the legation in Pekin whenever it becomes safe for 
our Minister to return to his post. The Marine head- 
qaarters have arranged to furnish the members of the 
corps in China with supplies of heavy clothing, looking 
to a long stay in that country. 

The commanding officer of the U. S. S. Oregon re- 
ported to Navy Department on Aug. 23 that his ship 
will be ready for active service in one week.

MISSTATEMENTS CORRECTED. 

In the edition of the New York “Tribune” of August 
19, an artiele headed “Official Money Wasted. Appar- 
ent lack of business principles in the Quartermaster’s 
Department,” has caused a great amount of comment 
among the officers of the vartment directly affected, 
and also among other officia's of the War Department, 
who are well aware that the statements made by the 
writer are, for the most part, incorrect. Our corre- 
spondent in Washington has been given the privilege of 
personally examining the records of the Quartermaster’s 
Department and has found that the allegations made 
in the article published in the “Tribune” are wholly 
without foundation. s 

The complaints made by the “Tribune” are based 
upon the recent shipments of troops and horses from 
Porto Rico to New York. It is stated by the author 
of the “Tribune” article that the men of troops I, K, L, 
M and N of the Sth Cavalry with 300 horses were 
loaded on one of the War Department transports at 
San Juan and then lay for three days in the harbor 
prior to sailing. According to the records of the War 
Department the troops and horses were not even shipped 
on the same vessel; the horses were transported on a 
steamer of the Hollander Line and the troops were 
brought to New York on the War Department trans- 
port Sedgwick. Besides the troops of the 5th Cavalry 
brought on this vessel, four companies of the 11th 
Infantry, bound for New York, were also put on the 
Sedgwick. 

It is further stated in the article that, owing to the 
bursting of a steam pipe two score of horses were 
scalded to death and 18 died on the way up from sea 
sickness. The truth of the matter is that not a horse 
was killed by the bursting of a steam pipe, nor, ac- 
cording to the records, did one die from sea sickness 
on the way to New York. The reports of the trip made 
by Major Thomas of the 5th Cavalry, who accompanied 
the horses, show that the only casualty among the horses 
was one old band horse; this animal died after the ves- 
sel reached New York harbor. It is true that after the 
horses were landed and placed in the hands of the 
Stock Yard Company, owing to the carelessness of the 
employees of the company, some of the animals stam- 
peded and several were killed. In no manner, however, 
is the Quartermaster’s Department to blame for this and, 
in truth, the Stock Yard people will be held accountable 
to the Government for the loss. 

An accusation is also made in the article under con- 
sideration that the Quartermaster’s Department made 
a round-about journey in bringing home the troops in 
not landing them at Hampton Roads. Officers of the 
Department make a wpepe sr f explanation of this 
by saying that the home port of the Steamship Company 
which transported the horses is at New York and hence 
if they had been instructed to deliver them at Hampton 
Roads, it would have been out of their way and would 
have greatly increased the cost to the Government. The 
writer of the article calls attention to the fact that the 
troops of the 5th Cav., brought on the Sedgwick, were 
intended for Fort Myer, Va., and claims it is a loss to 
the Government in taking them to New York and not 
landing them at Hampton Roads. In considering this 
matter it must be remembered the same transport 
which carried the 5th Cavalry also brought the four com- 
panies of the 11th Infantry, bound for New York. If 
the Sedgwick had been ordered to Hampton Roads to 
unload the 5th Cavalry it would have delayed her two 
days longer in reaching New York, at a cost to the 
Government of $400 a day for running the ship and 
would have placed the Sth Cavalry at a int prac- 
tically as far from Washington as is New York. Fur- 
thermore, what seems to have been left out of con- 
sideration by the writer in the “Tribune” is that Hamp- 
ton Roads is governed by the Southern Quarantine 
law, which requires a ship from the West Indies to 
be held five days before troops are un 

The writer of the article asks the question why 
should the 300 horses of the 5th Oavalry be brought 
back from Porto Rico at all. He saya the Government 
needs, and is constantly buying, horses for the Porto 
Rican services. The truth of this matter is that the 
only horses which have been bought in Porto Rico are 
ponies for tho Porto Rican Battalion, which is com- 
»0sed of natives. It has no further need for American 
orses in the island. The total cost per head to the 
Government in bringing these horses home was $25. 


Everyone is aware that trained cavalry can- 
not be bought in this country for less than $ per 
head. Thus as the troops of the Sth Cavalry must 
have horses, the Government, instead of losing by the 
transaction, in reality makes a hundred dollars a head. 

Major Thomas of the 5th Cavairy states in a per- 
sonal letter to Colonel Bird of the Quartermaster’s 
Department that there was no. bursting of a steam pipe 
as alleged and he is also responsible for many of the 
salient facts regarding the trip from San Juan to New 
York as given here.

J. P. Chidwick having previously been in- 
stalled, then proceeded to install the elected officers in 
a body, after which he addressed the assembly in re- 
sponse to a unauimous request of the delegates. In the 
course of his address, which was most interesting, inspir- 
ing and patriotic, he referred to the eventful night when 
the noble battleship Maine was sunk in Havana har- 
bor, and said that the statement made by the Amer- 
ican and Spanish press that, “Many of the officers were 
either ashore, or indulging in pleasure on some of the 
other vessels in the harbor,”’ was cruelly wrong and un- 
truthful in that only two of the petty officers were ab- 
sent at the time of the awfnl disaster. . He closed his 
remarks by paying a spleadid tribute to our sailors and 
soldiers and our glorious flag.

The Quartermaster’s Department has practically de- 
cided upon the new dress and undress coat for the enlist- 
ed men of the Army. Samples have been received at 
the Department of the new garment as devised by 
Major Patten of the Q. M. Dept. which will soon 
be acted upon by the Secretary of War. The coat is a 
blouse, having, for the artillery, trimmings of red which 
can be detached in order that the coat may be for un- 
dress. The shoulder knots on the coat are less bulky than 
those now in use and are extremely tasteful in appear- 
ance. In fact, the coat as a whole presents a very nat- 
ty appearance and does great credit to the officer who 
planned it. The hat to be worn with the coat for 
dress is shaped like the hat now in use, with red trim- 
mings and with a fancy red plume at the top and in 
front. This plume is detachable. The coats and hats 
for the other arms of the service are to be exactly like 
the one for the artillery with distinguishing colors of 
the infantry or the cavalry. The change to be made 
in the officer’s uniform will correspond to those planned 
for the enlisted men. A prominent officer of the Cav- 
alry is working on the shoulder knots for officers and 
has now several samples to submit for action by the 
Department. 
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A letter from the Army and Navy Hospital, Hot 
Springs, Ark., informs us the correspondent who fur- 
nished us with some items concerning the officers of the 
Navy at the hospital was somewhat out of date with his 
facts.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Thomas Martin, a candidate for the Naval Academy 
from Terre Haute, Ind., died at John’s Hopkins Hos- 
pital, Annapolis, on Saturday. Aug. 18. He was taken 
ill during the week and it was found necessary to operate 
upon him for a complication of appendicitis and peri- 
tonitis, but the action of the diseases had been too rapid 
to have his hife saved. His mother arrived shortly after 
he died and accompanied his body home. 

When the U. 8S. S. New York arrived:at Newport, 

. L, Aug. 15, a funeral party went ashore with the 
body of ‘Third Class Apprentice Arthur Jiroux, whose 
home is in Detroit, and whose body had been crushed 
between a hawser and the capstan while the New York 
was getting up anchor in leaving Portland. The burial 
was at the city cemetery, where the services were con- 
ducted by Chaplain Wright, of the flagship. Boats- 
wain’s Mate James McCarthy, of the same ship, was 
also taken to the naval hospital suffering from a com- 
pound fracture of the leg sustained during the same acci- 
dent. 

Capt. William L. Murphy, 39th Inf., U. 8S. V. (first 
lieutenant, 24th U. 8S. Inf.), who was killed near Tana- 
uan Aug. 14, and whose death we referred to last week, 
married Miss Pauline Lowe, daughter of the late Gen. 

’. W. Loewe, and who is making her home with 
her mother in Kountze place, Omaha, Neb., with her 
baby daughter, born some months ago. Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis F. Murphy, the parents of Captain Murphy, re- 
side in Council Bluffs. Phe wedding of Captain Murphy, 
then Lieutenant Murphy, and Miss Lowe was held at 
Unity church in September of 1898, and attended by 
a great many friends of the charming Omaha girl and 
of the gallant young officer, who was then but back 
for a short time from Cuba, and still suffering from 
the effects of the tropical fever contracted there. It 
was a joyous wedding, and the shadow of further war 
hung over it so lightly that none gave heed to it. 
Captain and Mrs. Murphy went, when he rejoined his 
command, first to Fort Douglas at Salt Lake, and later 
to Vancouver Barracks. When he was sent to the 
Philippines his wife planned to join him, but was dis- 
suaded from it, one reason being that word was sent 
that Manila was not a safe place for officers’ wives. 

“Buck” Taylor, “king of the cowboys,” sergeant in 
the Rough Riders and devoted friend and admirer of 
Governor Roosevelt, died of consumption Aug. 19 in 
Providence Hospital in Washington, D. C. Since he 
returned from Cuba with the Rough Riders his health 
has been poor, and for many months he has been a mere 
shadow of the stalwart athlete whose feats of horseman- 
ship were once one of the chief attractions of Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West. 

One of the saddest accidents that have occurred in 
Manila was the death of Lieut. Horace G. Webster, 42d 
Vol. Inf., which has already been noted in our columns. 
Guests in the billiard room of the Hotel Oriente heard 
the fall of a body in the court. Rushing to the spot they 
found Lieutenant Webster lying limp on the pavement. 
He was taken to the hospital but died in a few hours. 
It is supposed the lieutenant fell into a doze on the bal- 
cony ledge on the third floor while watching the billiard 
players beneath and lost his balance. 

Judge John Beverly who died Aug. 20 in Amsterdam, 
N. Y., served gallantly during the Civil War as lieuten- 
ant-colonel of the 34th New York Inf. 

Satisfaction at the devotion and energy of our troops 
in China is mingled with sadness that in the list of 
casualties is found the name of that gallant artillery 
Captain, Henry J. Reilly, 5th Artillery, so well known 
in New York and vicinity where he was stationed for 
some years. He was wounded in action and died at Pe- 
kin, Aug. 17. Born in Ireland, Sept. 24, 1845, he came 
to this country, enlisted in the 5th Art. in 1864 and 
served in the ranks until December 1866, when he was 
commissioned 2d Lieutenant in_ his regiment. Since 
then he had been constantly identified with it. He grad- 
uated from the Artillery secheol in 1876 and. at 
a captaincy in 1894. He commanded Light Battery F 
in the Santiago campaign and was highly commended.

I.—By direction of the Secretary of War, the following 
instructions are published to the Army for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all concerned and will be strictly 
comphed with: 


In all cases of soldiers discharged outside of the United 
States the fact that transportation and subsistence have 
or have not been furnished, as the case may be, must be 


indorsed on the final statement in order not only to ena- 
ble paymasters to correctly pay the travel-pay for land 
travel due the soldier from place of discharge to port of 
embarkation and from port of debarkation to place of 
enlistment, but to protect the rights of the Government 
and the soldier as weil. 

ll.—Directs that the new military post to be built at 
the mouth of the Nome River, Alaska, be hereafter 
known as Fort Davis, in honor of the late Jefferson Co- 
lumbus Davis, colonel, 23d U. 8S. Inf., and brevet major- 
general, U. 8. -- who commanded the first troops in 
Alaska and who died Nov. 30, 1879, after thirty-three 
years’ active service in the Army.

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THE FLEETING CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 

It is not yet certain that the imperial authorities 
of China have fled before the allied advance on Pekin 
to Si-Ngan-Fou but it would be the most natural thing 
in the world for them to do. Si-Ngan is the ancient 
capital of China, and is, like Pekin, a walled city ca- 
pable of defense according to Chinese ideas. It is 
about 600 miles southwest of Pekin, in latitude 109 
degrees west of Greenwich and longitude 34 degrees, 
15 minutes; the latitude of Pekin being 39 degrees, 
56 minutes and the longitude 116 degrees 27 minutes. 
Si-Ngan is in the mountainous province of Shensi and 
is connected with Pekin by a road constructed at con- 
siderable expense over mountains. Singan (omitting the 
hyphen) is some 400 miles west of the Atlantic coast, 300 
east of Thibet and 250 south of the Mongolian boundary 
and the Chinese wall. It is thus in the very heart of 
Northern China and is sufficiently far removed into 
the interior to give the demoralized officials a sense of 
security from future attack which they cannot have at 
Pekin. Singan is on the river Wei, a branch of the 
Hoang or Yellow River. The first province lying 
to the west of the Gulf of Pechili is Chili, of which Pe- 
kin is the principal city. Next following to the west 
is Shanse and after that Shensi, the westernmost pro- 
vince of Northern China, the one bordering on Tibet, 
being Kansu. All of these four provinces are bounded 
on the north by Mongolia and the great wall. They 
contain together about a quarter of the population of 
China or 100,000,000. Shansi and Shensi are in the 
broken mountainous region and here are found the chief 
mineral deposits of China, including one of the most re- 
markable coal and iron regions in the world. The 
coal is more easily worked than even in Pennsylvania 
and there is a greater amount of it than in Pennsyl- 
vania. Near Singan the Hoang, which after leaving 
Mongolia flows south, dividing the provinces of Shensi 
and Shansi, takes a sharp curve to the east and con- 
tinues its course to the sea. It is a much less import- 
ant river than the Yangtse the area of its basin being 
200,000 and that of the Yangste 750,000. It is not 
navigable in any part of its course for steam vessels 
other than those of very light draught and small burden. 

It will be an extremely difficult, if not an impossible 
undertaking, to follow the Chinese officials in their 
flight, if it be true that they have gone to Singan. 
They will be then in the very heart of the Mohametan 
influences in China, but it is doubtful whether the fol- 
lowers of the prophet are any less hostile to Christians 
than the Boxers. 

Aside from the loss of prestige attending the capture 
of Pekin, we do not see why the imperial authority can- 
not be as well exercised from Singan as from the For- 
bidden City which must have now lost its character 
aus a sacred enclosure. The Chinese government hinges 
on the personality of the Emperor; wherever he is, 
is the seat of authority. His will is absolute, not only 
in affairs of State, but in the conduct of private affairs. 
An imperial decree has in China all the force of an 
act of Congress with us, even when it is no more formal 
on a particular point of administration than a personal 
order. “Respect this” means obey on penalty of loss 
of life, liberty, or property, according to imperial will 
which has absolute control over the lives and property 
of subjects. 

The only limitation upon this authority is in the 
difficulty of finding capable and willing agents to carry 
it into effect. The young Emperor in his palace at Pekin 
was as helpless as a babe when the intrigues of the 
Dowager Empress deprived him of the instrumentalities 
through which he must act. 

Next following the Emperor in the administration of 
authority is the grand council of five or six, appointed 
by the sovereign and holding office subject to his will. 
They are the real rulers of China, issuing orders in 
the name of the Emperor unless, indeed, which is sel- 
dom the case, and certainly not now, he is a man of 
suflicient ability and will power to rule directly. <Ac- 
cording to the theory of the Chinese government the 
censors represent the people and keep the sovereign in- 
formed of what is going on in the Empire and present 
the cause of the people against the will of unjust or 
dishonest oflicials. As a matter of fact, the Censorate 
is nothing but a huge blackmailing office, deciding al- 
ways in favor of the man who will submit to the big- 
gest squeeze, 

The viceroys of the twenty-two proviaces into which 
@hina is divided have great power by virtue of their 
control of local administration, of the principal military 
forces, and of the collection of the revenue upon which 
the imperial authority is dependent for its efficiency. 
If they stand together they ean paralyze the executive 
arm. Hence the importance of determining what action 
they will take in the present crisis in Chinese affairs. 
If they should join in the present crusade against the 
foreigners the problem the allies have undertaken to 
solve will indeed be a gigantic one, and there is im- 
minent danger that they would enter upon it with di- 
vided councils. 

Whatever may be the present purpose of the allies, 





it is difficult to see if the imperial authorities continue 
steadfast in their purpose, how the partition of China is 
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to be avoided at least to the extent of securing control 
of the seacoast. There is every indication that the revolt 
of the Boxers is a mere pretext and that we have really 
been at war with the imperial authority. If so and the 
seat of government has been removed into the interior 
we may rescue the foreigners in Pekin, but we shall be 
only at the beginning of our troubles. 

The Manchus, when they conquered China, two bun- 
dred and sixty years ago, solved the difficulty by sub- 
stituting themselves for the central authority, other- 
wise leaving the administration of the counfry prac- 
tically unchanged, retaining the six boards who divided 
the administrative business of the Empire between them, 
adding a Manchu colleague to each Chinese official. 
Aside from the differences of race and religion and our to- 
tally foreign and hostile methods of administration it is 
hard to see how such a program can be carried out by a 
concert of nations who have thus far agreed only in their 
hostile purposes one toward another. It might be pos- 
sible to the Japanese, but are we prepared to turn 
over China to their control?

THE COMING CONGRESS. 


The Army and Navy are looking forward anxiously 
to the next session of the 56th Congress, which begins 
early in December. It is expected that during this ses- 
sion many reforms of the most radical nature will be 
made and many laws of importance to the personnel of 
the services will be enacted. The bill for the complete 
reorganization of the Regular Army will be introduced 
and at this time some action, of a definite nature will 
have to be taken. . There will then be no political ex- 
cuses, as during the last session, to postpone action and 
promises have been made by the leaders of the two 
houses that the bill will be allowed to come to a vote. 

For the Navy, Secretary Long will request legislation 
correcting some of the apparent evils of the Naval Per- 
sonnel Act, which on the whole has undoubtedly worked 
to the greatest advantage to the Navy, but which also 
has been the cause, in some minor particulars,, of much 
criticism and injustice. Again the Secretary -vill prob- 
ably ask Congress to have some bill passed * hich will 
correct the present evil of promotion by numbers. As 
will be remembered during the last session a meusure 
was introduced providing for the recognition of merito- 
rious service by the presentation of medals. Some such 
scheme as this will be advocated this year by the Navy 
Department. 

The Army and Navy Journal has from time to time 
published in its editorial columns a report of the progress 
made by the Secretary of War on the bill which he will 
have presented for the reorganization of the Army. 
Naturally, the plans of the Department have not been 
definitely formulated as yet, and the work on the pro- 
posed measure has been greatly retarded by the extra 
work caused by the present troubles in China. The 
bill in detail will depend much upon the outcome of these 
same disturbances, as in case of war with Chinu this 
country will certainly have to have a much larger force 
in the Army than otherwise. According to the present 
plans, with the elimination of the Chinese question, it is 
proposed by the Administration to ask for a standing 
Army having a total strength of approximately 75,000 
men. General Miles advocates having the Army capa- 
ble of expansion under the law to a greater number of 
men, and there is some possibility that his wise sugges- 
tions will be adopted by the Secretary when the bill is 
drawn. 

Most of the interest of the country now is centered 
around the spheres of action in China and in the Philip- 
pine Islands. From recent reports received from Ma- 
nila it is the opinion of officers stationed at the War and 
Navy Departments that the situation in the Philippines 
has not greatly improved during the past few months, 
but, on the contrary, it is evident that there is renewed 
activity among the insurgents. Realizing the fact that the 
war in those islands has now continued too long the 
members of Congress in touch with the actions and pol- 
icy of the present administration have pledged them- 
selves to support any measure looking either to a per- 
manent or temporary increase in the Army so that a 
suflicient force may be sent to Manila to once and for all 
end the trouble. No criticisms are heard of the manage- 
ment of the troops by General MacArthur, as it is real- 
ized by all that he is a capable officer and well able to 
cope with the situation. The trouble lies now and has 
laid from the beginning with Congress, and for this 
reason, if for no other, the next session will be of the 
utmost importance to the country at large and to the 
service. 
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General Greely, the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
has reported to the War Department that he will return 
from Alaska about the first of October. He is now en 
route to Dawson and before his return he will have 
visited nearly every point of importance to his corps in 
Alaska. Under his direction it is expected to establish 
telegraphic communication between the War Department 
and all of the military posts in that country. 
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Seven additional companies of regular troops have 
been ordered from this country to Manila via Naga- 
saki, with the understanding that if necessary they be 
diverted at that port to China. They are companies 
B, D and M of the 24th Inf. and A, C, D and G of the 
25th Inf. These troops will sail about the first of Oc- 
tober from San Francisco with the ultimate destination 
of Manila where they will join the rest of the companies 
in their regiments. It is believed by the officials at the 
War Department that these troops will have to be 
sent to.China-as it has been determined to keep our 
army in that country for the winter. General Chaffee, 
it .is understood, has requested that some additional 
troops be sent him. 


OPERATIONS OF THE SEYMOUR RELIEF Ex. 
PEDITION. ‘ 
REPORT OF CAPT. BOWMAN H. McCALLA, U. 8. N. 

The Navy Department favors us with a copy of the 
report by Capt. Bowman H. McCalla, U. 8. N., of the 
part taken by the sailors and marines under his comman( 
in the June expedition which started from Tien-Tsin, 
China, June 11 for the relief of the foreigners held iy 
detention at Pekin by the Chinese authorities. It is the 
first complete and intelligent account of the operations 
it describes which hus thus far appeared. 

U. 8. F. S. Newark, 
Taku, China, July 6, 1900. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the part taken by the force of 112 officers and men 
from the Newark in the effort made in conjunction with 
naval forces from Austria, Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Russia, Italy and Japan, to relieve the several 
Legations in Pekin. Upon the receipt of an alarming 
communication from our Consul at Tien-Ts.n at day- 
light on the 5th of June, an additional landing party 
of 47 men and 4 officers was prepared, and left the 
ship for Tien-Tsin at a quarter past six, in obedience to 
your instructions. The force arrived in Tong Ku at a 
quarter before ten, and shortly afterward took a train 
for Tien-Tsin, arriving at that place between 1 and 2 
p. m. This force under my command was in the last 
ear of the second section of a train which was trans- 
porting 4,000 Chinese troops, under the command of 
Gen. Nieh, from the camp at Lutai on the Shang 
Hai Kuan Railway to Tien-Tsin and to points on the 
Pekin Railway, north of that plate. As the men from 
the Newark disembarked from the train on the Tien-Tsin 
station platform, the interpreter to our Consulate heard 
the Chinese regular soldiers say that if the Boxers 
could not drive out the foreign troops, that they, the 
regular troops, would assist. 

From the 5th until the 9th of June, the forces under 


my command were stationed on the Taku road at the 
northern extremity of the English concession, at points 
commanding approaches from the Chinese city of Tien- 
Tsin. A lookout was stationed on a new woolen mill 
which occupied un advanced position and happened to 
be the first to be erected in China by Americans with 
Chinese cepiial. 

During the period above mentioned, disquieting ad- 
vices and rumors from Pekin reached Tien-Tsin, and 
among other communications from Pekin was one from 
Mr. Conger advising more ships and asking for a re- 
inforcement of 25 men for the guard already stationed 
in our legation. About 7 p. m. of the 9th ultimo, the 
following urgent telegram addressed to you in my care, 
was received, and at once telephoned to your Flag 
Lieutenant, stationed at Taku, viz: 

Pekin, June 9, 6:22 p. m. 
Urgent. Admiral Kempff, care Capt. McCalla, 
American Consulate, Tien-Tsin. 

Situation getting worse. Railroad communication 
ought to be opened, and movement in force made on 
Pekin, if possible. 

CONGER. 

About the same time the English Consul at Tien-Tsin 
received a telegram in regard to the situation in Pekin 
which was even more alarming. Upon receipt, I showed 
this telegram to our consul, Mr. Ragsdale, who at once 
saw the French consul, the doyen of the consular body, 
and as a result, the consuls, together with the military 
representatives of the different nations met at the 
French consulate at half past nine of the same even- 
ing. When the above-mentioned officials met, the gravity 
of the situation in Pekin was shown by the American 
and English consuls reading the telegrams referred to 
above. After some discussion, a letter te the Viceroy 
was drafted requesting that he authorize the preparation 
of a train in the early morning to accommodate British, 
Japanese, Austrian, Italian and American seamen, who, 
it was said, would be sent to Pekin to augment the 
forces already authorized by the Chinese Government 
for the protection of the respective legations. At the 
consular meeting in question, the representative of Ger- 
many stated that a German force could not be sent 
because it could not go without instructions from higher 
authority, and that he had none; but, I understood, how- 
ever, that the consul approved the resolve of the rep- 
resentatives of the five nations to attempt to reach 
Pekin. I do not remember that the French and Rus- 
sian representatives stated either that they would, or 
would not, send armed forces in the morning, although 
they united in the request for the train. The Viceroy 
was requested to reply to the request for a train by 4 
o'clock on the 10th ultimo, and about 6 o’clock I was 
notified that the request had been complied with by the 
Viceroy. 

Shortly after daylight of the 10th, I visited the rail- 
way station in company with Comdr. Granville, R. N., 
attached to the Centurion, who was in command of the 
British force in Tien-Tsin. We found that it would not 
be difficult to seize a train, if necessary, and that two 
English locomotive engineers would be willing to go 
with us. On our way from the station to the foreign 
settlement we received the information that the request 
for the train had been granted, and I at once sent in- 
structions for all the American foree in Tien-Tsin, 112 
officers and men, to march to the railway station, feeling 
sure that you would approve my action in this respect 

Shortly afterward, between 7 and 8 o’clock, on my) 
way to the station, I heard that Vice-Admiral Seymour 
with a force of British seamen and marines had arrived 
at Tong Ku, and that the Admiral was at the British 
consulate. I at once called on him and then joined 
the force under my command, which had already as 
sembled_ at the station, where there were Italian, Rus 
sian and Austrian seamen as well, under the command 
of officers who had been present at the meeting in the 
French consulate on the previous evening. Although 
precautions had been taken to have word sent early 
to the Japanese consul to the effect that the train had 
been granted for us to proceed to Pekin, both by Mr. 
Ragsdale and the British consul, the Japanese officer 
commanding the Japanese seamen did not receive the 
information, and his men were not at the station. His 
force, however, arrived shortly afterwards, and was ac 
commodated in the second train, which left shortly 
after the first, for Pekin. There was also at the station 
the train which had been prepared at Tong Ku for the 
force of British which had been landed from. the fleet 
during the night. It consisted of an open car in front 
of the locomotive,'in which a six-pounder had _ been 
mounted, and the necessary accommodation in the shape 
of first and second-class cars for the 500 men from the 
British fleet. Admiral Seymour was kind enough to 
disembark enough of his own ferce from this train to 
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accommodate the Americans, Austrians and Italians. 

Recognizing the importance of perfect harmony and 
cohesion in a mixed force from several nationalities, I 
told Admiral Seymour, before starting from Tien-Tsin, 
that he might rely upon the force under my command 
complying with his wishes, while acting concurrently 
with him. 

START OF THE RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

Tke Navy Department favors us with a copy of the 
report by Captain Bowman H. McCalla, U. 8. N., of 
the part taken by the sailors and marines under his com- 
mand in the joint expedition which started from Tien- 
Tsin, China, June 11 for the relief of the foreigners 
held in detention at Pekin by the Chinese authorities. 
It is the first complete and intelligent account of the op- 
erations it describes, which has thus far appeared. 

On the-arrival of the first train at Yangtsun, a large 
body of Chinese Imperial troops under the command of 
Gen. Nieh was found encamped on the left bank of the 
river. No Chinese soldiers were then stationed along 
the railway beyond this point, and the first damage to 
the track was found a short distance beyond. This was 
slight and easily repaired, but here and there in advance 
a burnt sleeper had to be replaced, and repairs made to 
bridges over runs which were dry, but which carried 
off the water in the season of rains. But the progress 
was comparatively rapid, and by the evening of the 10th, 
the force of British pioneers with some help from the 
mechanics in the Newark’s force, had repaired the line 
to a point within sight of the Lofa station, 9.5 miles 
from Yangtsun, though repairs still had to be made to 
two. bridges before the station could be reached. Dur- 
ing the afternoon, a second train arrived from ‘Tien- 
Tsin, under the command of Comdr. Granville, R. N., 
containing British marines and seamen and French, 
Japanese and Russian seamen; and a third train under 
the command of Capt. von Usedom, Imperial German 
Navy, was filled with German and British seamen from 
the warships off Taku. 

During the previous week it had been reported in 
Tien-Tsin that the Imperial Chinese troops under Gen. 
Nieh had attacked the Boxers, and nearly 500 of the 
latter had been killed, near Lofa. It was also under- 
stood that at the same time a public edict was issued 
by the Chinese Government directing Gen. Nieh to sup- 
press the Boxers, that a second and secret edict was 
also sent to him to the effect that lhe was not to inter- 
fere with them. I have every reason to believe that 
the two edicts were issued by the Pekin government. 
There were absolute indications at the Lofa station 
that a force of Imperial troops had been encamped 
there, and at the second bridge south of the station four 
Boxers had been executed by them, giving rise, no doubt, 
to the exaggerated rumor above mentioned. 

Early on the morning of the 11th, the force under 
my command marched to the burnt station of Lofa, 
stacked arms and prepared to water the locomotive of 
the first train from two wells near by. Sentries were 
posted over the adjoining village to prevent looting, and 
such supplies as could be obtained were paid for. The 
road and bridges were quickly repaired and the trains 
soon arrived at the station, work being continually 
pushed on the up track beyond. 

The track north of Lofa was found to be more in- 
jured, and it was quite clear that the superficial dam- 
age which had been done to the tracks at the time the 
stations were successively burned during the nights 
of the preceding week had been greatly augmented since 
the first train had left Tien-Tsin on the preceding day. 
Quantities of sleepers were now found to have been 
removed, the numbers increasing as the road was exam- 
ined in the direction of Pekin. The sleepers had been 
carried to adjoining villages, but as there were sup- 
plies in the train, and as there was no damage done 
to the roadbed, no difficulty was found in making re- 
pairs to the up track, though the progress was neces- 
sarily slower. The work of repairing the road was 
steadily carried on by British and American seamen, 
and coolies, under the direction of Mr. Currie, until 
4+ p. m., at which time the first train was near the 
village of Chung So, when the advance was fired upon, 
or attacked, by Boxers. A _ skirmish line was thrown 
out from the train, and the Boxers were quickly routed, 
although a small party of less than a dozen, with ap- 
parent perfect faith, continued going through their 
exercises, which they believed would make them invul- 
nerable to bullets, until all were killed or wounded. 
These Boxers were supported by villagers with spears, 
but they also quickly fled at the first discharge of 
firearms. At sunset on the 11th the road had been 
repaired from Lofa, and a small siding connected at 
that point. 

A fourth train, under the command of Captain de 
Marolles, of the French flagship, D’Entrecasteaux, came 
up with more French and Russian seamen, and the 
armed force now consisted of 2,078 officers and men, 


with Vice-Admiral Seymour, R. N., as the senior of- 
ficer. The force was made up as follows: 
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A special train had followed the fourth train with 
railway supplies, and this was sent back to Tieu-Tsin 
in the afternoon with despatches, and orders for more 
supplies. A small guard under the command of Pay- 
master Jewett was supplied from the Newark’s men, 
at the request of Mr. Currie, and with the approval 
of Admiral Seymour. A force of about 80 British 
seamen, under Lieutenant Colomb, R. N., was left to 
garrison the station at Lofa. 

On the 12th the progress was necessarily slow on ac- 
count of the serious damage to the track, and the 
first train reached Lang Fang at sunset, a distance of 
about three miles. The Newark’s men were then de- 
tailed to water the locomotive from two wells, one of 
which was undoubtedly artesian. This latter well had 
supplied the railway tanks at Lang Fang, but the steam 
pump had been so completely destroyed that it could 
not be repaired, and as the water had been run out 
of the tank by the Boxers, filling the tenders of the 
locomotives was a slow process. 

About 4 p. m. a special courier arrived from Pekin 
with the following Idtter from Mr. Squiers, First 
Secretary of the United States Legation, in Pekin: 

June 11, 1900. 
Dear Captain McCalla: 

I am sending this by a very trusty coolie. We under- 
stand that you left Tien-Tsin at 10.30 a. m. yesterday 
and went to the station this a. m. at 4 to meet you. 
Found everything quiet as possible, but since then, 
owing to the rumers of your coming, the Chinese have 
worked up considerable excitement, so much so that 
General Tung, who is in command at this station, has 
made up his mind to oppose you, probably at the first 
gate, which is now closed. This gate, if you remember, 
is in a bad state of repair, while the second is com- 
paratively strong. All telegraph lines have been cut 
since yesterday at 12, except the one via Siberia, which 
was cut to-day. The situation here, with so many 
women and children to take care of, is considered se- 


rious. I hope you will be able to let us know when 


and where te meet you. 
Faithfully yours 
H. G. SQUIBRS. 

“To the right as you come in, of the ane (2d) there 
is an old ditch under the wall through which any num- 
ber. of men can pass after knocking down a weak 
stockade, and at this point you can expect some help 
from legation guards.” ; 

At mianight the messenger started for Pekin, carrying 
from me a letter to Mr. Squiers telling him what progress 
had been made; that we were hastening to the +o 
as fast as possible, and that all were animated by but 
one motive, which was to succor them at the earliest 
possible moment. The messenger carried also a_ note 
from each of the other national commanding officers, 
and as he returned to the train a second time, they 
must have all been delivered. 

At this time Admiral Seymour did me the honor to 
offer me the command of the first train, in order to 
relieve Captain Jellicoe, his chief of staff, of one of 
his many duties. On the 13th the trains remained at 
Lang Fang, the work on the railway being confined to 
putting in an extensive siding. The station was gar- 
risoned by German seamen from the Gefion; Russian 
and French seamen working on the tracks. A recon- 
noitering British foree which had -been sent north 
along the railroad line the previous night, returned and 
reported that great damage had been done to the tracks; 
that the girders of two small bridges beyond Lang 
Fang had been dislocated; that they had driven off par- 
ties engaged in tearing up the tracks, and that several 
skirmishes with the Boxers had taken place. 

Believing that the last stage of the journey of the 
relief column would have to be made by forced marches, 
a small force, under Ensign Wurtsbaugh, was sent out 
in the morning, and a similar one in the afternoon, 
under Cadet Courtney, to secure draft animals. They 
were to be paid for, if the owners could be found, but, 
in any event, such animals were to be brought in. One 
mule and five donkeys were secured, Mr. Courtney's 
party of seven men having been attacked by about 
150 Boxers and villagers armed with a rifle, spears and 
swords. S ond 

At a meeting of the senior officers of all nationalities, 
presided over by Vice Admiral Seymour, the following 
draft of a letter to the British minister, proposed by 
him, was accepted as the basis upon which a letter to 
the chief of each of the other legations in Pekin should 
be written, viz: 

Sir: I have the honor to inform your Excellency that 
in consequence of the urgent appeal for troops to march 
immediately to the relief of our nationals in Pekin be- 
fore it was too late, made by your Excellency, a com- 
bined force of Austrians, British, French, German, 
Italian, Japanese, Russian and United States troops, in 
all 2,078 men, has now arrived outside Pekin, and I 
have the honor to request your Excellency to be good 
enough to let me know as soon as possihle your wishes 
as to our further movements. 

(1) As to whether we shall remain outside the city 
or not; and, if any of us are to enter it, haw many? 
When and where shall we go? 

(2) As soon as you can do so, let us know how many 
you require to remain at or near Pekin, and if the rest 
ean return.to Tien-Tsin, or to their ships. 

The railway has been repaired on a single line as the 
advance proceeded, and is now completed on the up 
line from Tien-Tsin to ——— 

On the morning of the 14th, the first train which had 
gone a mile beyond Lang Fang, returned to the station, 
leaving an armed car to protect the party repairing the 
road, made up of British pioneers, Japanese, and the 
main body of the Newark’s men. Ensign Wurtzbaugh 
and 20 men, with several of the donkeys secured the 
day before, attached to a cart, were sent several miles 
up the road to carry water to a force of British marines 
who were under Major Johnstone, and were reconnoiter- 
ing the country in advance of the trains. 

THE BOXERS’ ATTACK. 

About 10 o’clock in the morning the train was suddenly 
attacked by a large force of men in the Boxer uniform, 
nunmibering several hundred. As this force advanced, 
those at the head of the column went through the exer- 
cises which were prescribed in order to ward off the 
bullets of their foes. Several of the leaders succeeded 
in advancing as far as the water tank alongside the 
locomotive of the first train, but as the Boxers were 
without firearms, the assault was easily and quickly re- 
pelled. As the leaders fell, the main body of the Boxers 
turned and fled, leaving 88 of their number dead. Un- 
happily 5 Italian seamen lost their lives during this 
attack. 

Immediately after the repulse of the Boxers, the 
first train advanced to the point where the road was 
being repaired, and Admiral Seymour, with British ma- 
rines and the Newark’s men, reconnoitered the country 
for some distance in the direction in which the Boxers 
retreated. In the evening the train proceeded as far 
as the up track had been repaired, and waited until 
Major Johnstone and his marines and Ensign Wurtz- 
baugh and his party returned, then steamed back to 
Lang Fang station about 10 p. m. One of the Boxer 
banners left on the field bore this inscription, in Chinese, 
which was translated by our interpreter: “Kill the 
foreigners. By order of the Government.” On this day 
the shuttle train which had been running daily between 
Tien-Tsin and the relief expedition did not make the 
trip in consequence of a delay at the Lofa station, due 
to the derailment of a car of the fourth train, and partly 
in consequence of the unsettled condition of affairs. On 
the afternoon of the 14th, the Boxers also attacked the 
station at Lofa, and were driven back by the British 
garrison under Lieut. Colomb, leaving over 100 dead. 

A second courier arrived with a letter from 
Edward G. Tewkesbury as follows: 

Pekin, Wed., June 13, 1900. 
Captain M@Calla, in command relief guard: 

Dear Sir: We are very anxious for word of our 
soldiers. No news has come to us since the telegram 
of your starting Sunday at 10 a. m. This messenger, 
a man of resources and a Christian, offers to seek in- 
formation in regard to your movements. Will you 
kindly give him a letter to Mr. Conger, if you wish, 
and a line to yours truly, 

EDWARD G. TEWKESBURY, 
Of Committee Arrangements of 70 Americans under 
protection Captain Hall, and 20 Marines at Mission 
compound in Pekin. 

P. S.—Our spies show that the east of Pekin is free 
of Tung fu Hsiang soldiers, and then you would have 
but one gate to force. his in case you have bad 
fighting. We expect same. 

This messenger returned to Pekin carrying with him 
a note to Mr. Conger from myself and also one from 
Vice-Admiral Seymour. The General ‘Tung fu Hsiang 
referred to by Mr. Tewkesbury was at this time, accord- 
ing to the best information, quartered with some thous- 
ands of cavalry, artillery and infantry, made up. of 
Chinese-Mohammedan soldiers, in the Imperial Park, 
south of Pekin and almost due north of Lang Fang.

These soldiers are said.to be hardy mountaineers of 
Turkish blood, drawn from the Mohammedan pula- 
tion of the Province of Kangsu, which is on the bor- 
ders of Thibet. They are believed to be much braver 
than the Chinese, and to have a thorough hatred of 
foreigners, while feeling. perfectly independent of the 
control of the Pekin government. In the subsequent at- 
tacks of a part of General Tung fu HUsiang’s force on 
the trains at Lang Fang, on the afternoon of the 18th, 
this reputation for bravery was sustained. 

Early on the morning of the 15th the first train was 
divid into two parts: the first part contained the 
armet! car and the trucks for carrying materials, with 
the necessary guards, and was called the construction 
train; the second part consisted of cars sufficient to 
accommodate all the officers and men who left Tien- 
Tsin on the 10th of June in the first train. The con- 
struction of the siding at Lang Fang permitted this 
re-arrangement of the first train, and the cars which 
had arrived from Tien-Tsin with railroad materials were 
at once attached to the construction train proper, in- 
stead of remaining in the rear of the fourth train, 
while the materials had to be carried forward to the 
length of the four trains, for want of a siding. li was 
now believed that much more rapid progress would be 
made in repairing the road, as was indeed the case. 

Admiral Seymour did me the honor to write me the 


following letter: 
No. 1 Train, 15 June, 1900. 

Sir: I request you may be good enough to take charge 
of the construction train which is about to be detached 
from this one on that special service, having under your 
command the officers and men of H, M. 8, Centurion in 
that train. The primary object is to repair the line as 
far as Anting. Communication should be kept up with 
me by trolley, and I shall be glad, as is practicable, 
to be informed as to your progress and probable time 
of arrival at Anting. 

I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 

EK. H.SEYMOUR, Vice-Admiral. 
Captain B. H. McCalla, U. 8S. Navy. 

In accordance with these instructions, the construction 
train moved three miles beyond Lang Fang, and con- 
tinued to repair the up line. At this time it was under- 
stood that a march on Pekin would be made as soon 
as the road was repaired to Anting, and British and 
American seamen, with Chinese coolies brought from 
Tien-Tsin on the 10th instant, worked with renewed 
zeal to accomplish this end. By 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing about 400 yards of track, from which all the sleep- 
ers had been removed, had been relaid so far as the 
village of Ai ko Chuang, three miles above Lang Fang. 
As the country was thickly wooded on both sides of 
the railway at this point, the train was backed down for 
the night to a spot less favorable for attack. 


EXPEDITION BROUGHT TO A STAND. 

Early in the morning of the 16th the repairs to the 
road were continued, but about 8 a. m. 1 received a 
note from Captain Jellicoe telling me that the shuttle 
train which had started for Tien-Tsin the proceeding 
morning coud not get through to Yangtsun; that the 
line south of Lofa had been badly cut up, and that 
Lofa station had been threatened by a large force the 
preceding afternoon. He further advised me that many 
strong parties were appearing in our rear, and that a 
train had gone towards Yangtsun to make repairs 
to the road. Shortly afterwards I received advices from 
Vice-Admiral Seymour that our connections with Tien- 
Tsin had been interrupted, with instructions for me to 
return as soon as possible with the construction train, 
armed car and guards, This was done at once, and 
after our arrival at Lang Fang, a conference of com- 
manding officers was held with Admiral Seymour pre- 
siding, at which it was unanimously decided that no 
further progress toward Pekin could be made until 
our communications had been reopened with Tien-Tsin. 

Both parts of the first train then returned to Lofa, 
passing the fourth train at that point, and continued on 
for a few miles to the place where the track had been 
torn up. At sunset the construction train was in sight 
of the Yangtsun station, which we hoped to find intact, 
a large Chinese military force being present at the sta- 
tion on the afternoon of the 13th. On the morning of 
the 17th work began early on the road, and steady but 
slow progress toward the Yangtsun station was made 
throughout the day, for the sleepers of both tracks 
opposite villages had now been carried off, as was the 
case north of Lang Fang. In other words, while the 
damages which were done to the tracks before the 10th 
instant were slight and superficial, the railway in our 
rear in many places had been most thoroughly wrecked. 
During the morning, as Boxer flags were seen flying 
over a village near the railway, two shells from the 
British 6-pounder caused the villagers to take to flight, 
a force of German and British seamen immediately ad- 
vancing on the village and capturing the flags. By 
nightfall the road had been repaired to within several 
hundred yards of the iron bridge across the Pei Ho at 
the Yangtsun station, which was found to have been 
completely destroyed, and the tracks wrecked as far us 
the eye could see in the direction of Tien-Tsin. But 
even at this time it was hoped that the expedition 
would not have to abandon the advance to Pekin. 

On the evening of this day the same Chinese messen- 
ger who had first reached the naval force with a letter 
from Mr. Squiers again returned with letters from the 


First Secretary and our Minister, Mr. Conger. These 
letters gave the information that Boxers were being 
drilled within the walls of Vekin; that American 


missions had been burned within the city, and that the 
native Christians who were not so fortunate as to reach 
the legation had been murdered. On the 18th the 
railway was repaired to the northern end of the bridge. 
An attempt was made to obtain provisions from the 
large city of Yangtsun on the right bank of the river, 
one-half a mile north of the bridge, but though the 
natives promised to establish a market between the city 
and the railway, no effort was made to redeem the 
promise, prevented, no doubt, by an armed force of 
Chinese which appeared at the north end of the city 
when the effort was made. 

Late in the afternoon the train under the command of 
Captain de Marolles, which had gone to Lang Fang for 
a carload of coal, returned with the information that 
the naval forces in the second and third trains, about 
1,060 men, had been attacked three times at Lang Fang 
between 2 and 4 in the afternoon, and that Captain 
von Usedom, the senior officer, was then falling back 
on Yangtsun with all the force. The first attack was 
by Boxers; the other two following the first were en- 
gagements which amounted to a battle, and were with 
a Chinese military force estimated to be between 
and 5,000 men, and the allied force of English, Germans, 
Russians and Japanese, under Captain yon Usedom. 
The Chinese were driven back, leay n 
killed and wounded on the field, Captain von Usedom 


having, it was reported, disposed o force to the 
best advantage. . There were seven 6d and about 
forty wounded of the allied forces. An inseription on 


one of the banners captured by the Germans, which

THE MARINE CORPS. 


The purpose of the Government to establish a training 
school for the young officers appointed from civilian life 
to the Marine Corps, as well as for the newly recruited 
enlisted men, is taking shape. From time to time targe 
details of young marines are arriying in Annapolis from 
League Island, the Brooklyn Navy Yard and other 
points, and are taught the essentials of the-life of the 
sailor-soldier. Of the large number of officers receptly 
appointed, quite a good proportion have also been sent 
here or will arrive shortly. The latest arrival fur in- 
struction is 2d Lieutenant ‘Tl. M. Clayton, who has been 
put in command of Co. B. A detail of fifty marines 
trom League Island arrived this week, making the whole 
number of enlisted men at Camp Wainwright 306. A 
large proportion of the new men are young fellows who 
have seen some service at least in camp life as members 
of volunteer regiments during the Spanish-American war. 

hey have decided to continue a military life and enjoy 
the routine at Camp Wainwright. They are a very fine 
class of men. 

The marines have organized a very good baseball nine 
and succeeded in defeating the candidates for the Naval 
Academy by a score of fifteen to five last Saturday.

of the fight. In spite of the bravery of the attack the for- 
tunes o1 war went against the marines and the gun had 
to be abandoned. In the retreat which followed young 
Powell was forced to reduce his impediments by casting 
off pretty much everything but his necessary clothing 
and finally saved his life only by fleetness of foot. Lieu- 
tenant Powell has been in excellent health since arriving 
in China, and in a general way the marines are in better 
health than most of the other forces.

A very interesting decision has been rendered by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury in the case of Civil - 
neer F. C. Prindle,-U. 8. N., which will have direct 


bearing upon the pay status of many officers of the 
Navy. The question was submitted by the Paymaster 
General of the Navy whether this officer, while on duty 
at the U. 8. Navai Station, Honolulu, H. L., is to be 
paid the same as an army officer similarly situated, 
including the 10 per cent. increase now provided for by 
law for officers of the army serving in the Islands of 
Porto Rico, Cuba, the soy Islands, Hawaii and 
in the Territory of Alaska. e question turns upon 
meaning of the phrase “beyond seas” used in the Naval 
Personnel Act in this connection. The Comptroller holds 
it is used in its legal significance and means the same 
as out of the United States, or out of the jurisdiction 
of the United States. It is decided by the Comp- 
troller that the Hawaiian Islands are an integral part of 
the United States and it hence follows that officers 
serving therein are serving within the realm or dominion 
of the United States, and, consequently, are not “beyond 
seas” within the meaning of the provision of Section 
13 of the Navy Personnel Act. It further follows that 
officers of the Navy serving on shore in said islands 
are not by virtue of said provision entitled to the sam 
pay and allowances as officers of the Army similarly 
situated, and that Mr. Prindle must be paid at the 
regular Navy rates of pay for an officer of his grade, 
without regard to what the y of an Army officer 
would be, and, of course, without any increase given 
by the act of May 26, 1900, to Army officers. In the 
same decision the Comptroller holds that the 10 per 
cent. increase can only apply when the pay of an officer 
of the Navy is based upon Army rates and that the 
increase should then be computed upon the minimum 
Army pay.

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A PLEA FOR MORE UNIFORM. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As a friend of the Regular service permit me to point 
out that there are some things in the matter of the dress 
uniform of the Army that should be very carefully eon- 
sidered at the War Department before any abolishment 
or radical change is decided upon and which are too com- 
monly overlooked. In time of peace the troops stationed 
at the large military posts give dress parades several 
times a week most of the year and these ceremonies are 
witnessed by thousands of citizens. The troops also are 
paraded in the adjacent large cities two or three times 
annually and the present dress uniform including the hel- 
met has enabled these regiments to make imposing and 
creditable displays for several years. 

It should be Wstinctly remembered that the more ys 
lic attention is a:tracted to the Army, the greater will be 
the general enthusiasm for it, and this generates inter- 
est in its affairs and ultimately brings congressional as- 
sistance to the national service. The chief way in which 
the a can keep itself in the public eye is by present- 
ing at all times a picture of discipline, smartness and 
military decency and there is absolutely no doubt what- 
ever that the parades of the ulars in full dress have 
done more to bring about a Re lic pride in the service 
than almost anything else. here has never been any 
lack of belief in the fighting qualities of the troops nor 
any desire to see them go into the field in any other than 
the well known service dress, but the people cannot tol- 
erate slouchiness of men in garrison, at parade or in the 
streets. No business man who claims to be well dressed 
appears at public functions or upon extra occasions in 
the wenadek ona worn suit he wears every day and con- 
siders himself dressed up simply because he has a bou- 
quet in his button hole and a walking stick in his hand, 
yet this is precisely what the officers and men are in- 
tended to do according to the published proposition at 
Army headquarters. 

The service blouse, out of shape and shiny, so short 
of tail that the worn trouser seats are unpleasantly dis- 
played and the crumpled service cap with dirty, dull 
gold lace trimmings are to be bedecked with an aiguil- 
lette and perhaps a plume and the United States Army 
is then expected to make an exhibition of military smart- 
ness such as we see abroad. This is a very poor prop- 
osition, in favor of which all remarks about the business- 
like appearance of the undress uniform are utterly out 
of all relevance since the full dress uniform is, of course, 
not intended for the field. It has its use just as much as 
the service dress and is intended for purposes just as 
important in many respects as the other. 

No dress uniform in the world to-day is intended for 
anything but to add impressiveness to troops in peace 
time parades and we simply set ourselves against com- 
mon sense by taking small consideration of military 
smartness in this country. 

In contrast to this proposal let us note that but a few 
weeks ago the khaki was adopted by the British War 
Office as the permanent working dress hereafter, not 
merely for war but in barracks of the British Army, but 
it was ordered also that the troops be provided with a 
still more splendid dress for all ceremonies and parades 
than they have ever before worn. Thus the British 
Army has adopted the correct idea as it should be car- 
ried out in the United States. Our Army is permitted 
to put on as loose and comfortable an attire when called 
to war as any troops on earth, we even seem to glory in 
all the irregular slouchiness in the field that can piled 
on, therefore let us see that in barracks and on the 
streets the exact reverse be accomplished. 

The present dress uniform, of course, may not be all 
that is desired, the helmet being slightly smaller than 
it should be, but the chasseur coat is excellent for the 
enlisted men and the abominable chapeau of the general 
officers should have been thrown out altogether long ago. 
But this has nothing to do with the main idea of a sepa- 
rate, distinct dress for parade. This uniform insures a 
feeling of pride in their profession by the enlisted men as 
well as officers, and increases the spirit of the regiments 
by making their public displays imposing and the dignity 
and bearing of the troops is vastly enhanced when they 
know that when they defile through the streets of New 
York and other cities their appearance is equal to the 
best troops anywhere. The distinct weakening of the 
line in parade when the cap displaces the helmet is ex- 
tremely: notable and with a plume the appearance is al- 
together like the good old militiamen of the ante-bellum 
days, while the bedecking of the blouse with ornament 
would simply be unmilitary, out of date and ridiculous. 
There should be a more energetic effort by the officials 
of the Army to bring the troops up to a_ proper 
level of smartness of uniform than has ever been shown 
here, to see that the Regulars make as splendid an ap- 
pearance on occasions as any troops in the world, for the 
public backing will always be in exact proportion to the 
amount of enthusiasm the Army creates. i +.

FORT SCHUYLER, NEW YORK. 

The Fort Schuyler section of the Army Widow’s and 
Orphan's Relief Society of which Mrs. Wm. R. Hamilton 
is president, held a lawn fete and open air festival on 
Aug. 17 and 18 for the benefit of the fund of the society.

Saturday morning was opened by the working out of a 
problem proposed by the Naval War College. It was an 
attack on Fort Schuyler by landing parties from the ship 
from the land side, and the defence of the fort by the 
garrison thereof. The Naval Reserves turned out 200 
men and the Army 70.

Mrs. Russ, Miss Tilly and Mrs. Schram, the fancy arti- 
cles tent in charge of Mrs. Geo. P. Borden, the tent for 
raffles in charge of Mrs. Williams-Foote, and the tent for 
candy and lemonade in cha of Mrs. Arthur Murray 
and Mrs, J. B. Bellinger. rs. Wm. R. Hamilton, the 
president of the section, was in entire charge of the 
affair and due to her energetic action there was realized 
a net profit of $328.50 for the society fund. All worked 
well to make a success of the affair that should corres- 
pond to that a few weeks previous at Fort Slocum, and 
all were correspondingly gratified at doing so well. 

The post is now lighted with electric lights and the 
night is fairly turned into day at a no greater expense 
to Uncle Sam than the old oil lamp lighting. The new 
brick subsistence storehouse, the new brick ordnance 
storehouse are almost completed, and work on new roads 
outside the post is about to commence. This is without 
doubt now the loveliest of all the New York harbor forts 
and has grown so within the last year. 





STRENGTH OF THE BOERS. 


A correspondent of the New York Bvening Post 
says: “I am quite prepared to eat, if they will let me, 
all Boers or Boer allies above the number of 40,000 
who have ever carried a gun in the field. When I went 


into the Transvaal, Mr. Reitz gave me the maximum 
fighting force as_ 35,000 for the combined republics. 
Something like a dozen other officials, military and civil, 
foreign attaches, etc., have given it to me, at different 
times and places, as being from 25,000 to 35,000. Cap- 
tain Reichman, the American attache, sets the figure, 
I believe, at 25, I accept the figures which I have 
obtained rather than the various guesses of our Eng- 
lish friends, and ask permission to be allowed to doubt if 
the entire Boer resistance to-day, in both Transvaal and 
Free State, numbers more than between 5,000 and 6,000, 
if it be so much as even 5,000. One thing is wholly queer. 
If De Wet has, as is alleged, 6,000 to 8,000 men with 
him, then, in the name of all military wonders, why is 
it that a cordon of thousands of English troops fails 
so signally in rounding him up? A small body can sli 
through a small hole, but 6,000 men, 8,000 men, with 
horses, operating in a wholly open country, is a bunch 
not easily hidden.”

OFFICIAL REPORTS FROM CHINA. 


Interesting reports have been received from our officers 
in China from which the task before the allied forces 
may be,accurately estimated. The following is the 
report of Col. Meade, U. 8S. M. C.: 

Headquarters United States Forces, 
Tien-Tsin, China, July 10, 1900. 
Sir: 

I left Tongku on July 11 at about 8:15 a. m. and 
arrived at Tien-Tsin after midnight. I found Major Wal- 
ler and his force quartered in the European concession 
in houses which were nightly under the shell fire of the 
enemy. Small bodies of the enemy also controlled: the 
streets with rifle fire at night, this fire generally be- 
ginning about 10 o'clock ‘at night and lasting until about 
daylight. Only the foreign concessions were held by 
the allied forces when I arrived, the French concession 
being nearest to the walled city, the English next and 
the German lowest down the river. The walled city 
strongly fortified and all other portions of Tien-Tsin also 
strongly fortified were held by the Chinese Imperial 
troops and the “Boxers.” Our force took turns with 
other troops guarding the railway station which was 
an exposed place almost continually under shell fire 
and a very dangerous duty. 

On the 12th inst., at a conference held at the English 
General’s Headquarters (Brig.-Gen. A. R. F. Dorward) 
it was decided to attack the city at about daybreak the 
next day (13th), and I was called upon to furnish a 
quota of 1,000 men—our marines, 22 officers and 326 
men; and a force (673 men) from the 9th U. 8. Inf. who 
had preceded us to Tien-Tsin by a few hours. One 
battalion of the 9th Inf. was still at Taku or en route. 
At 3 a. m. I marched out of the barracks with a force 
of 22 officers and 326 men in four companies—Compa- 
nies A, D, C and F, commanded respectively by Ist 
Lieut. S. D. Butler, Capt. C. G. Long, Capt. A. R. 
Davis and Capt. B. H. Fuller. Co. F was an Artillery 
company of three 3-inch R. F. guns, and three Colt’s 
automatic guns and this company was supported by 
Co. D (Capt. Long), who was also thg Commanding 
Officer of the 2d Battalion of the temp rary organiza- 
tion I have with me in China. 

We marched through the Taku gate of the walled 
city in two columns, the Japanese forces being to the 
right and the English and American forces on the left. 
The column in which the Americans were was distrib- 
uted as follows: Two companies of the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers leading, followed by the marines (Infantry 
and Artillery), the English naval brigade and finally 
the 9th U. S. Inf. (673 men). The road was very heavy 
for artillery such as we had, and I do not advise the 
naval gun to be used as a field piece until some device 
is got up as a limber, because the trail wheel ploughs 
into the ground and the dykes and ditches which were 
frequent, necessitated all the united force of the two 
companies to get the guns across, costing much strength, 
which should have been reserved for the fatigue of 
the battle field. 

Our verbal orders (we had no written ones) were to 
march on a line parallel to the city wall about 1,000 
yards in rear and to the southward of the bridge at the 
south gate and there the Commanding Officers were to 
receive their final instructions. No such meeting, how- 
ever, was held, and my orders for the Marines were to 
advance along the mud wall in a northerly direction 
with two Infantry companies, leaving the Artillery 
company and its Infantry support to act in connection 
with the British field Artillery and to open fire at a 
point where the Chinese had some 4.7-inch (or 6-inch) 
guns mounted which had been particularly obnoxious. 
We arrived at the South gate at 5 o’clock a. m. 

The naval battery of the Terrible, under command 
of Capt. Bayly, of the Royal Navy, had opened fire on 
the forts and guns of the enemy just before our arrival, 
and they were responded to by the enemy vigorously. 
This battery was so accurate in its fire that every shell 
landed in the place intended for it, and at about 5:45 
o'clock a. m. the Chinese magazine was exploded with 
a shock which was almost like an earthquake shock, 
and was distinctly felt by all of us who were standing 
fully one mile and a half from the point of explosion. 
At about 6:30 a. m. I received orders from the British 
General to support the Royal Welsh Fusiliers in an 
attack on the extreme left, and we crossed the wall in 
skirmish line, having an extensive swamp to cross. 
The country was a flat, level one with grave mounds 
and dykes, and ditches in great numbers, and these 
already dug trenches were a very considerable help. to 
us, as in such an open fire-swept plain we would have 








had difficulty in advancing and would have bee 
pelled with only the bayonet to throw up hasty enth

In forwarding us a copy of the letter from General 
Dorward, Lieut.-Col. Chas.: A. Coolidge, commanding 
the 9th, placed upon it this endorsement: 

“Tien-Tsin, China, July 20, 1900. Respectfully. for- 
warded to the Editor Army and Navy Journal. Major 
J. M. Lee, 9thulnt..was in-charge of the two, :bat- 
talions on the firing line from the wounding and sub- 
sequent death of Colonel Liscum, about 9 a. m. until 
Sp. m., and had charge of operations on the field and 
conducted the withdrawal of the battalion to the south 
gate, where my command was.” 

This prompt bestowal of credit on the deserving of- 
feer is an important contribution to the official data 
on that important battle. 

Accompanying Col. Meade’s report was this account: 

First Regiment, U. S.. Marines, 
Tien-Tsin, China, July 15, 1900. 
Sir: 

In obedience to your order of this date I have the 
following report to make. 

At 7 p. m. on July 12th I relieved 1st Lieut, Butler 

at the railroad outpost. The detachment consisted of 
Ist Lieut. MeGill and fifty enlisted men. We remained 
on this duty until 12:30 a.m. July 14th, being relieved 
by the 9th Inf., U. S. Army. The American position was 
on the right of the French and extended to the engine 
house. On the right of the engine house were the 
English troops. The English house was not occupied, 
though it was properly prepared for defense against 
Infantry attaek. Traverses made with crossties were 
also built on left flank. The iines were subjected all 
night to a very heavy Infantry fire fim front and left. 
The enemy opened fire with their Actillery about 4:30 
a.m. July 13th. At 5 a. m. the Artillery fire became 
so severe that all the men were ordered out of the 
trenches, except an observation point. Good shelter was 
obtained by covering the ash pits of the engine house 
with erossties. The enemy having advanced and oc- 
cupied a burnt village about 600 yards in our. front, 
it heeame necessary to again occupy the trenches; this 
was done promptly under a severe fire. After driving 
back the enemy the men were again ordered under 
shelter. At this point fifty men of the 9th U. 8. Inf. 
under command of Lieut. Brown arrived, having been 
ordered out as reinforcement. 
_ The fire continued severe until about 11 a. m., when 
it became less intense. At 5:00 p. m. the Artillery fire 
censed, and we.only had the Infantry fire to contend 
with. This was the state of affairs when I was re- 
lieved at 12:30 a..m. July 14th. I have to report the 
following casualties: 

l’rivates James McConkey, killed; Megonegal, severe 
wound in arm; Penny, wounded in thigh; Buck, slightly 
wounded in leg; Egelseer, wounded slightly in arm. 

In addition the 9th U. S. Inf. had two enlisted men 
killed and six wounded. The Hnglish had four wounded 
and the French two wounded. 

The behavior of Lieut. McGill and the men of the 
detachment proved them to be most courageous, reliable 
and efficient. They are deserving .of the highest praise,

MAJOR WALLER’S REPORT. 

Major Wailer’s report which follows recounts events 
that took plaee in June: 

China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company. 
Tien-Tsin, China, June 28, 1900. 
Sir: 

I have the honor to report that having been ordered 
from Manila, to report to the second in command of 
the squadron, I arrived with 101 men and five officers, 
of Taku on the 18th inst., meeting a small ‘detach- 
ment of thirty men, sent forward by the Nashville, the 
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entire force amounting to 131 men. Having received 
instructions from the Rear Admiral Commanding to 
land and co-operate with the powers to move forward 


with the first column of relief for the bes City of 
Tien-Tsin I landed on the 19th inst., a ed 
to a short distance from Tong Ku, moving to that place 


on the early morning of June 20. During the day I 
constructed a train with the very valuable assistance 
of Captain Wise of the Monocacy, and proceeded tip 
the railroad carrying a construction car with me. We 
succeeded in repairing the track and opening commu- 
nications to a point about 18 miles from Tong Ku and 
about 12 miles from Tien-Tsin. I picked up the Rus- 
sians about 12 miles from Tien-Tsin. Finding the road 
impassable I put a three-inch gun on the track and 
bivouacked for the night at that point. The under- 
standing was at 11 o'clock at night, that we would hold 
that position until reinforcements arrived the next after- 
noon. With that understanding Iturned in. | 

At two in the morning the Russian colonel informed 
me that he would push on with his 400 men and attempt 
to get into Tien-Tsin and aid in the defense of the 
city. I objected, but was overruled in council. My 
reason told me that there was a slim chance for pas- 
sing the Chinese force with only 530 men and no guns; 
the three-inch rifle proving defective, I disabled it and 
rolled it into the river and followed the Russians in the 
twelve-mile march-on Tien-Tsin. The Russian column 
was in advance 400 strong, with my Colt 6 mm. gun 
in their front, under the command of Lieutenant Pow- 
ell. The advance continued until 7 a. m. without op- 
position, when we reached a point opposite the Im- 
perial. Arsenal. : 

There we met a small flank fire which was quickly 
silenced by our sharpshooters. About ten minutes 
later we met a very heavy front and flank fire from 
1,500 or 2,000 men intrenched. We deployed and my 
line, feeling the flank fire, turned to the left and rear, 
confronting the flank movement, our line at that time 
having its front advanced and right flank refused. We 
held this position for some time, when the Russian 
force began to fall back and form on our right at a 
distance of about one-half mile. This movement again 
brought the fire of the enemy on our left flank. The 
support of the Colt gun having dwindled to two men, 
and the gun having jammed several times, all the crew 
being shot down but one, Mr. Powell very properly de- 
cided to abandon it, which he did after disabling the 
gun. 

Receiving notice that,the Russians would retreat to 
a point four miles beyond our bivouac, I began my re- 
treat moving by the right flank and keeping up a fight 
for four hours with the enemy, who were in force, Im- 
perial troops and Boxers. We succeeded in falling 
back, bringing our wounded by hand, At 2 p. m. we had 
reached our base, having marched 30 miles and fought 
for four hours. I was obliged to leave the dead, but 
brought off the wounded. Our casualties were four 
killed and nine wounded. At about 5 p. m. a force of 
English and Russians arrived and I decided to act in 
co-operation with the British under Commander Crad- 
dock. 

On the following day we moved as far as Rail head, 
our bivouae of the day before, where we camped for 
the night. The force amounted at this time to about 
2.000 men, 1,000 being Russians and the rest English, 
Germans, Americans, Italians and Japanese, in strength 
and order mentioned, the British being about 600 strong. 
It was agreed that we should advanct in two columns 
on the next day at 4 a. m., my force occupying the 
advance of the British column and the right of the 
firing line. We struck the enemy at about 7 a. m. and 
drove them steadily until about 12.30 p. m., when we 
entered Tien-Tsin, relieving the besieged Europeans, 
our losses being for the day, one killed and three 
wounded. The Russian column deflected from the scene 
of our defeat previously and followed us into Tien-Tsin. 

We rested for the remainder of the day and at 12:30 
a. m. the next morning, June 25, moved to the relief 
of Vice Admiral Seymour, Captain McCalla and the 
men of the Powers who had been forced back from 
their march on Pekin to the relief of the ministers, and 
intrenched at a point about eight miles from Tien-Tsin. 
We met very little opposition and succeeded in relieving 
the besieged at 12 m., our casualties being two wounded 
from shell fire, one bullet wound. The force had by a 
brilliant charge and without knowing what they had 
opposed to them, succeeded in capturing one of the 
most important arsenals in China, the place being 
filled with all sorts of munitions of war. Capt. B. H. 
McCalla was in command of our forces and was still 
on his feet, although suffering from three wounds. We 
moved the sick and wounded from the arsenal on the 
evening of the 25th and encamped on the opposite side 
of the river for the night. At 4 a. m. the following 
day, June 25, we moved back to Tien-Tsin, with the 
sick and wounded of the besieged, the march being very 
slow on account of the large number of disabled men. 
Captain McCalla left me in charge of the combined 
forces of American seamen and marines. 

At noon on the 27th, the Russians having attacked 
the arsenal, the scene of my repulse on the 22d, which 
had not been captured, asked for reinforcements. I 
sent out 2d Lieutenant Jolly with 40 men, Mr. Harding. 
my Adjutant, joining as a volunteer, and placed the 
Ww hole under command of Commander Craddock, R. N. 
This force was about 1,800 strong and succeeded in 
driving the enemy from the parapets, out of the for- 
tifications and im full flight. It was developed that 
the enemy had about 7,000 men at this point. Our men 
charged over the parapet with a British company, being 
the first in, in this part of the fight. Our loss here 
was one wounded, and Lieutenant Jolly overcome by the 
heat, but not until after he had brought his men back to 
their quarters. Lieutenant Harding acted as a volun- 
teer and captured an Imperial flag, which he has present- 
ed to me. To-day we are resting, sending away the 
wounded, and getting ready for our march on Pekin. 
My effective strength is now about 89.

Our men 
have marched 97 miles in five days, fighting all the 
way. They have lived on about one meal a day for 
six days, but have been cheerful and willing always. 
They have gained the highest praise from all forces 
present and have earned my love and confidence. They 
are like Falstaff’s army in appearance, but with brave 
hearts and bright weapons. 

I have to earnestly recommend to your notice for 
such reward as you may deem proper, the following 
officers: Lieutenant 8. D. Butler, for the admirable con- 
trol of his men in all the fights of the week; for saving 
a wounded man at the risk of his own life and under 
a very heavy fire; Lieut. A. E. Harding, for conspic- 
uous gallantry in action; for saving wounded at the 
risk of his life under a heavy fire; 2d Lieut. W. L. 
Jolly for the same risk and for leading a fine charge 
over two parapets in the face of a heavy fire; Ist Lieu- 
tenant Leonard for saving life under fire and for ad- 
mirable control and direction of the fire. 1st Lieutenant 
Powell for working and managing the Colt gun under 
a fierce fire and without support after the crew had been 
shot down; ist Lieutenant Wynne for his steadfast 
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courage and encouragement of his men. As for

a CAPT. FULLER'S REPORT. 

The company, F, formed the crews of ee 3-i 
naval field guns and three Colt automatic oo When 
the column had arrived in the open country to the 
south of the West arsenal, all the artillery was ordered 
to take position in rear of mud wall on both sides of 
the Arsenal gate, The 83-inch guns were placed in pos- 
ition to the right of the gate and opened fire on the 
walled city at a range of about 2,200 yards. This pos- 
ition was subjected to rifle fire from sharpshooters ‘in the 
walled city and from guns firing shrapnel from a fort 
on the west side of the city, A total of about 75 shells 
was fired from this position. The enemy's guns having 
nearly got to the proper range, all the artillery was with- 
drawn into the gates of the Arsenal, and the 38-inch 
guns took osition just outside the gate to the left, from 
which position two guns fired at the city, while one 
at first, and afterwards two, fired at the enemy's west 
fort. This firing was continued until all the ammunition 
was exhausted, a total of 130 rounds, The guns were 
then retired outside of the wall. The Colt guns were 
also brought into action against the west fort, but with- 
oneny —— result, 

he J-inch ammunition was very poor in quality 7 
few of the shells exploding, maton any eesedk uae 
ation of the range very difficult. Soon after the guns 
had been withdrawn, the crews of the Colt guns under 
Lieutenant Porter and Lieutenant Little, were detached 
and ordered to go with the battalion commander to the 
defense of the left flank. They remained there the 
rest of the day. A Colt gun was afterwards taken to 
the left flank, but after firing for a time, was disabled 
by the breaking of the firing bolt. The rest of the 
company, about 60 men, remained at the Arsenal gate 
until about 9 or 10 a. m., when in compliance with 
a request for reinforcements from the 9th Inf. on the 
right of the line, it was sent by the British General 
to that point. The company was conducted through the 
Arsenal out into the open field to the right, advancing 
at first in column of files, and then deploying to the 
right, when by section rushes we arrived at a point about 
200 yards in rear of the line of the 9th Inf. Upon ar- 
riving there, word was passed back by an English officer 
to remain in the ditches, as nothing could be done at 
the front. The advance across the open was under a 
heavy rifle fire by which several men were wounded, 

“We were obliged to remain in ditches,” says the 
report, “and behind a house until about eight p. m., 
unable to reply to the enemy’s fire as they were prac- 
tically invisible from our position. We were in a pos- 
ition, however, to protect the right flank if an attack had 
been made on it. At about 8 p. m. the 9th Inf. 
retreated from their position, bringing their wounded 
with them. They halted under shelter of the house 
above mentioned, where some of their wounded were 
attended to by an English hospital steward and were 
then carried to the rear by the men of my company and 
KEnelish bluejackets. In our immediate vicinity all dur- 
ing the day was a company of English bluejackets under 
command of a lieutenant from the Orlando. They 
rendered invaluable assistance in carrying the 9th’'s 
wounded to the rear on the retreat, and in forming the 
rear guard. The retreat was made directly to the rear 
of the mud wall, under fire, but there were no casual- 
ties. About 25 of the company on the retreat went to 
the Arsenal gate, under Lieutenant Clifford, while the 
remainder carried wounded into town, returning to the 
Arsenal in the morning in charge of ammunition and 
provisions. 

’ “Lieut, Henry Leonard, who had joined the com- 
pany when it went out to reinforce the 9th Inf., was 
wounded in the arm when leaving the cover of the before 
mentioned house, a most gallant attempt to get to the 
front. He was taken to the rear under a heavy rifle 
fire, by Sergeant Adams and Corporal Adriance, of Com- 
pany F, whose courage I most emphatically recommend. 
Sergeant Foley showed great coolness and bravery in 
taking position on the extreme right flank and in carrying 
messages under heavy fire.” 

REPORT OF CAPT. LONG. 

In his report, dated Tien-Tsin, July 16, Captain Long 
says that the Second Battalion under his command? 
consisted of one battery of artillery, three 3-inch rapid 
fire guns and three Colt’s automatic; and one company 
of Infantry, Co, D; the former commanded by Capt. 
B. H. Fuller and the latter by Ist Lieut. R. H. Dunia . 
The other officers of the battalion were Ist Lieut. A. 
J. Matthews, Adjutant; Lieutenants Clifford, Jolly,.Lit- 
tle and McCreary, U. 8. M. C., and Asst. Surgeon 
Thompson, U. 8. N. When about one and a half miles 
from the Western Arsenal, Captain Long was ordered 
to go into action on the right of the Japanese Artillery, 
who had one battery of light field guns. The First Bat- 
talion moved to the front and the Second Battalion 
inclined to the right and moved across the marsh to 
a position just to the right of the Japanese and outside 
the outer wall. This was 2,200 yards from the south 
gate of the Chinese city, the point to be forced, The 
Infantry helped to place the guns in position and about 
75 or 100 shells were fired over the outer wall and in- 
to the city, Lieutenant Matthews indicati from the 
top of the wall, the fall of the projectiles. ng that 
a ter view of the south gate could be obtained f 
side the mud wall, the battalion was moved by t 
flank through the Arsenal gate and took a position in-

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side and to the left. This was at about 6:30 a. m. 
From this tion the fire was continued, and some 
very good were placed in the Chinese city. One 


of the Chinese batteries on our left located us and tried 
to drive us from our position. One 3-inch gun was 
turned on this battery, also thé Colt’s guns, but the 
range was too great for the latter to have any effect. 
The ammunition supply was small,.as our men had to 
move it over ditches by hand and keep pace with In- 
fantry. After exhausting our’ ammunition the ns 
were moved outside the wall and left in charge of Cap- 
tain Fulier and about 60 men. Lieutenant Porter and 
the Colt detachment joined Co. D, commanded by 
Lieutenant Dunlap, the Colt guns being left with Cap- 
tain Fuller. 

This force of about 100 men moved to the extreme 
left flank of the allied forces, which was noticed to be 
open and liable to a flank attack by the Chinese which 
would enfilade our men already on the line about 600 
yards from the inner wall. rriving there it opened 
fire on the enemy, who appeared to harrass the flank. 
Shortly afterwards, having received a signal to move 
forward, we went over the wall and advanced in ex- 
tended order a distance of about half a mile across 
the marshes, coming up on the left of the First Bat- 
talion. During the advance the opposing fire was con- 
tinuous and quite heavy, coming from the front and 
left flank, but our men advanced without halting, the 
last 200 yards in double time. Just before moving to 
reinforce the line, Lieutenant Wynne and about 40 men 
joined the command. This was about 8:45 a. m. 
About 9:15 a. m. the enemy tried to flank, so Captain 
Long moved his command about 50 yards to the rear, 
thus protecting the flank, and also sent Lieutenants 
Wynne and Jolly with 40 or 50 men well to the left. 
The fire was received and returned all day and several 
attempts at a flank attack frustrated. e command 
remained in position until about seven p. m., when, 
after the other companies had moved to the rear for 
a night position, it followed them. Lieutenant Wynne’s 
detachment from the outer wall covered the move- 
ment to the rear. 

The officers and men during tue engagement, which 
lasted 13 or 14 hours, displayed coolness and in every 
way the qualities of good soldiers and marines. The 
artillery under Captain Fuller and his officers was 
handled well and the fire was effective in spite of the 
poor ammunition. Lieutenant Dunlap, in command of 
Co. D, kept his company under excellent control and 
by well directed volleys and individual fire, well pro- 
tected the extreme left flank of the allied forces. Ser- 
geant Kollock, who was shot and instantly killed, short- 
ly after arriving on the line, was buried on the field. 

After moving to the rear the command took up a 
night position and early the next morning, the south 
gate having been forced, the companies moved into 
the Chinese city of Tien-Tsin, returning to the barracks 
in town about 1:30 p. m. “Private Desmonds, Co. A,” 
concludes the report, ““who was acting as a sharpshooter 
well on our left flank, was wounded on the arm and 
leg, but moved to the rear without assistance. His 
actions indicated bravery, fearlessness and good judg- 
ment. My command returned about 2:30 p. m. Cap- 
tain Shaw, commissary officer of the regiment, was in 
charge at the barracks, and sent to the front every 
assistance possible and was untiring in his energy.”

proved -that the attacking forces were part of the army 
4 ae Tung fu Hsiang, stationed in and about 
ekin. 

The wounded complicated the situation, for it was 
evident now that the relief force under Admiral Sey- 
mour must return as speedily as possible to Tien-Tsin. 
In talking of this possibility before the news of the 
battle of Lang Fang on the 18th reached Admiral Sey- 
mour, and without a knowledge of what was taking 
place between Yangtsun and the sea, a forced march 
was translated by Captain Mori of the Japanese Navy, 
along the line of the railway on Tien-Tsin, eighteen 
miles distant, seemed to be more desirable than pro- 
ceeding by the tortuous river. But being without trans- 
port, the moment we had a large number of wounded 
to Carry, it became apparent to all that the retreat must 
be made by the river route. Fortunately during the 
day the officer commanding a German force now with 
the first train had taken possession of four junks which 
were anchored to the right bank of the river at the 
bridge, and Ensign Wurtzbaugh and Cadet Courtney 
with parties from the Newark’s men, secured four 
large sampans from ~——y villages. During the 
day and night and during the preceding night, the 
sound of heavy guns to the southward was reported to 
have been heard. 

Early on the morning of the 19th the dead in the 
previous day’s battle were buried and a consultation 
of the senior officers of nationalities was held with 
Vice-Admiral Seymour presiding. It was unanimously 
decided that the attempt to reach Pekin must be given 
up, and that the whole force must make preparation to 
descend the river at the earliest possible moment. It 
was also unanimously decided to apportion two of the 
four junks to the British and Americans, one to the 
Germans and to the French and Russians. The total 
force at this time was about 2,064, 14 of the original 
force having been killed. At the suggestion of Admiral 
Seymour, which met with the approval of the other 
commanding officers, the force under my command was 
done the great honor of being assigned to the advance. 
Preparations were at once made to vacate the trains, 
the four junks were laden with guns, spare ammunition, 
and the wounded, and the whole of the force was trans- 
ferred to the left bank of the river. 








WITHDRAWAL TO TIEN-TSIN. 


At 4 p. m., by direction of Admiral Seymour, the 
movement on Tien-Tsin began. At first the progress 
was slow, because of the low stage of the river and 
of the fact that the men were unaccustomed to handling 
junks in the narrow, shallow waterway. But a little 
experience increased the speed, and at sunset the ad- 
vance was at the Joss house, with the main body in 
close contact. Officers and men bivouacked in the 
fields and made an early start on the morning of the 20th. 

When the advance had passed through the village of 
Hankow, a party of villagers or Boxers, armed with 
spears, and with Boxer flags flying, was seen marching 
out of the next village and coming toward us, from a 
bend in the river road about yards distant. A 
shrapnel from the Newark’s field piece bursting in their 
vicinity caused them to disappear in the village behind 
them. We were somewhat surprised, however, to re- 
ceive a fire from fifteen or twenty rifles, the slight 
vapor from the rifles showing the riflemen to be ted 
behind a mud wall a little to our left front. A line of 
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skirmishers was formed from the advance and extended 

by the British marines under Major Johnstone. After 
an exchange of fire the Chinese ceased firing, and the 
allied forces passed through the village without further 
incident. But from this time until the Siku arsenal 
was reached the opposition of the Chinese slightly in- 
creased; and uew Mannilicher and new 
loading pingals or “two-men guns” with ammunition, 
were round in the streets and houses of each village, 
showing that they had recently been issued from an 
arsenal. 

A longer time was required to drive the enemy from 
each succeeding village. So far the village on the 
opposite bank were small and far between, because the 
whole country on the right bank of the river was under 
water from a point several miles above Yangtsun to 
where we bivouacked on the night of the 20th. Up 
to this evening but two of the Newark’s men had been 
wounded and none killed. In the afternoon the Chinese 
apparently used several field guns of smail calibre and 
the British reported to have captured two one-pouuders. 
On the whole, good progress was made on the 20th. 
But when the force bivouacked for the night, it was 
with the belief that the force against us would in- 
crease in the morning. All slept in the fields under the 
river bank, beside the junks and sampans, and an early 
start was made on the morning of the Zist. 

As there were now villages on both banks of the river, 
and we had passed beyond the overtiowed section or 
country on the right bank, the Germans and Austrians 
under Captain von Usedom, and the Japanese, under 
Captain Mori, crossed to that bank by which they 
advanced until night fall. ‘the low stage of water 
made the river in reahty a small creek perhaps 150 
feet wide, with high banks, so that in a military sense 
the force was not divided, because the part on either 
side could ‘be quickly and easily transferred to the 
other, and as it turned out, without a fighting force 
on both banks, our progress on the 21st would have been 
much slower and our killed and wounded far greater, 
because of the protection which could have been given 
on either side of the river by mudwalls or embankments, 
six or eight feet above the plain, behind which the Uni- 
nese could find cover to attack us both in flank and 
im rear. 

A good highroad follows the left bank of the river 
and runs nearly parallel with it. Over this road it 
was easy to drag the two English nine-pounders, the 
French and Kussian field pieces, and the Newark’s 
three-inch rifle, and these guns did good service, for 
they kept at a respectable distance a foree of Chinese 
cavalry with several field pieces, which appeared in our 
front shortly after the advance began on. the 21st. 
The allied forces on both sides of the river were en- 
gaged the whole day in forcing a passage. The oppo- 
sition of the enemy was strongest about and beyond 
the village of Peitsang. Near sunset the junks and 
sampans were moved under the left bank of the river 
at the point marked C, while the seamen and marines 
on the jeft bank were at the eastern end of the villa: 
of Nant Shung, and those under the direction of Captain 
von Usedom were abreast the same point on the oppo- 
site side of the river, protected by the other bank. 
Here our position received a fire of shell and shrapnel 
from two guns of the enemy, mounted, as we after- 
wards found out, in the northwest corner of the 
grounds. 

It had been apparent that before we came to the 
Chinese city of ‘lien-T'sin we ‘should have to leave the 
river and carry the wounded by way of the railroad 
embankment to the foreign concessions, for the native 
city contains, it was estimated, a miilion of inhabitants, 
and extends on -both sides of the river to a int 
nearly five miles north of the Buropean city. ith 
this purpose in view it was deciaed to withdraw all 
the force under the bank of the river at a point which 
gave perfect protection from gun fire. e artillery 
practice of the Chinese may be said to have been ad- 
mirable, although the casualties were not so great 
as might have been expected. It was also decided that 
the start should be made at 1 a. m. of the 22d, with 
a view of early reaching a point from which a direct 
march could be made upon Tien-Tsin. At this time 
I am not aware that it was known that there was a 
large storage arsenal containing, it has been said, ten 
millions of taels’ worth of siege guns, field artillery, 
rifles and munitions of war. 

The casualties among the Newark’s officers and men 
on the 21st were one killed and nine wounded, while 
the allied force lost the valuable services of Captain 
Jellicoe, RK. N., Admiral Seymour’s Chief of Staff, who 
was severely wounded in the morning. Between 1 and 
2 a. m. of the 22d the whole allied force advanced 
silently down the left bank of the river, hoping not to 
attract attention. ‘The advance had approached within 
a few yards of the next village beyond Nantsang and 
around the bend, when a light in one of the streets 
seemed to indicate that the enemy was on the alert. 
This proved true, for almost immediately a fire from 
a few rifles was opened from the field on the left of 
the village, being accompanied by jeers and shouts. 
The British marines, under Major Johnstoffe, were or- 
dered up and quickly advanced with the Newark’s men 
through a village, and were followed by several com- 
panies of Germans. A _ second village, almost ¢on- 
tinuous with the first, was passed without opposition, 
when figures could be clearly seen on the opposite bank 
in the early dawn. 

A few moments afterwards a man stood up on the 
right bank, abreast of the interval between Villa 
No. 2 and Village No. 3. He made some remarks in 
Chinese, and Mr. Campbell, a member of the British 
Consular corps, was asked to come forward and in- 
terpret, which he promptly did, advancing to the crest 
of the left bank. Mr. Campbell made some ae 
in Chinese, but a heavy fire was almost immediately 
opened all along the right bank, as it turned out, from 
behind a mud wall or rampart, surrounding the arsenal. 
Fortunately, at first the fire of the Chinese in the early 
morning was not very effective, as the alied forees 
were sheltered by a high mud wall on the left bank, 
and a dry canal. The fire from the arsenal was at 
once returned, the Americans, English and Germans ad- 
vancing to the southern end of a village. Our fire soon 
silenced the artillery of the Chinese, though our cas- 
ualties increased as the sun rose, and it was not until 
Admiral Seymour ordered the British marines under 
Major Johnstone to cross to the right bank of the 
river and attack their flank that the Chinese vacated 
the arsenal enclosure, crossing to the town, and occu- 
pying the trenches and the villages on the right bank 
below the arsenal. ; ; 

At the same time a large party of Chinése opened fire 
from the cover of the graves near the left bank of the 
river beyond Village No. 4, and Ensign Wurtzbaugh sug- 
gested to Captain von Ld ee I that the Newark’s men 
would advance and clear the inese out of the position, 
if they could be supported. tain von Usedom at once 
consented, and a line of skirmishers with two companies 
from the Newark and two of Germans, with some British 
bluejackets, supported by the Austrian seamen, was 
formed under the direction of Captain von Usedom, and, 
advancing quickly, drove the Chinese force into the town. 
Just at this time information was sent that another body

drawn within the enclosure, with the exception of ¢ 
British marines under Major Johnstone, who bivouackeg 
outside, under its western wall, it not deemed 
visable at this time to attempt to hold all of the arsep 
grounds. 

The casualties of this day of continuous fighting were 
greater than those of the p ing day, in the cas 
the Newark’s men amounting to three and thirteen 
wounded. The pereentage among the British and (Ger 
mans was about in the same proportion, the commande 
of the Kaliserin Augusta, whom we all red and re. 
spected, being instantly killed while on the western ram. 
part. Among the killed were three British wounded who 
were tying in the junks, which were unavoidably subject. 
ed to a heavy fire before the Chinese could be driven from 
the enclosure on the right bank of the river. And these 
casualties complicated the situation, for with nearly %» 
wounded who would have to be carried on stretchers, with 
masses of the enemy in front. it was apparent that it 
would be extremely hazardous to attempt a forced march 
on Tien-Tsin, for after deducting the killed, wounded and 
number of men who would be needed as bearers, it was 
evident that the effectives would be less than 1,000, em. 
barrassed by the wounded. 







































CONSPICUOUS ACTS OF COURAGE. 


Among the many aets of pousage during the day wasa 
deed of conspicuous bravery and readiness of resources 
which refiects credit upon the whole naval profession, 
and was done by one British bluejacket from the Centv- 
rion, Edward Turner, and man George, from the Au- 
rora. Shortly after the enemy opened fire from the arse- 
nal grounds, one o. the junks in which there were British 
and American wound drifted across the river and 
grounded against the bank occupied by the Chinese. These 
two bluejackets, forming a _— of the guard of the ‘unk, 
sprang overboard and, pushing the junk afloat, towed her 
out of the line of fire and anchored her securely to the 
bank, but, unfortunately, not until three of the wounded 
had been killed, while the other inmates expected death. 

About midnight of the 22d-23d, Admiral Seymour ordered 
100 British marines under Captain Doig, R. M. L., to at- 
tempt to reach Tien-Tsin by a night march. This force, 
with Mr. Curtis as a guide, advanced a mile or more in 
the direction of the railway, but, recefving a’ heavy fire 
from a strong force of Chinese on three sides, was 
obliged to fall back on the arsenal grounds, having suf- 
fered some loss, although gallant charges failed to scat- 
ter the enemy in the darkness. At early dawn a heavy 
fire was opened on the enclosure marked C by a force of 
Chinese who had entered the grounds during the night. 
It was an inspiring sight to witness the promptness and 
courage with which the line of British marines under Ma- 
jor Johnstone sprang forward, apparently as one man, 
and drove the enemy over the western rampart and on to 
the plain beyond. Unfortunately Captain Bates, a gallant 
and accomlished officer, with three of his command who 
were with him ahead of the others, were killed. 

Almost as quickly, Captain von Usedom, with a force of 
German seamen, advanced along the rampart beside the 
river bank, driving the Chinese before them, uniting with 
the British force near the roadway leading to the village 
on the right bank below the arsenal. The foree from the 
Newark occupied the rampart on both sides of the angle 
at which the roadway enters the arse grounds, while 
Russian seamen under Captain Tohagin took possession 
of the rampart Lene nee | from the headquarters pass the 
joss hause and connected with the Americans. The whole 
line of rampart, or mud wall, enclosing the arsenal 
grounds was now occupied, but no further attack was 
made by the Chinese, although they continued a_heavy 
artillery and rifle fire from three sides of our position. 

The Newark’s men extended the pet across the 
roadway, thus making it continuous, and began to cut the 
roadway immediately in front of the rampart. This road- 
way consisted of about four feet of stone, gravel and 
earth, of the nature of a macadam road, resting on & 
heavy trestle work leading from the village over a dry 
run, and entered the rampart,leaving it again at the point 
indieated on the same plan. Captain von Usedom, having 
some high explosive cartridges, kindly sent an officer and 
three men, who materially assisted the efforts of the 
Newark’s officers and men by breaking down the trestle 
work. At the same time Ensign Wurtzbaugh, with five 
men, examined and set fire to the village to the north- 
ward, to prevent, so far as possible, the enemy from tak- 
ing advantage of that cover to approach our position. 

Two or three couriers had previously been sent to Tie"- 
Tsin with messages, giving the condition and position of 
Admiral Seymour's force, one of whom, a Chinese servant 
of Mr. Campbell, was afterward found dead near the con- 
cessions, having evidently been accidentally shot by one 
of the foreign pickets in front of the foreign or: A final 
and, as it proved, successful effort to communicate with 
Tien-Tsin was now made. The man who volunteered was 
the Chinese servant of Lieutenant Bigham of the Grena- 
dier Guards, and he went out with Ensign Wurtzbaugh 
and his party, taking his departure from the northern end 
of the village above mentioned. This messenger carried 2 
short message from Lieutenant Bigham, which he swal- 
lowed when his capture by Boxers appeared imminent. 
He was twice captured, first by Boxers and afterward by 
Chinese soldiers, who threatened his life, but his coolness 
and courage served him well on both occasions, and he 
eventually reached the ~~ ~ concessions, although he 
had a narrow escape from ng shot by friends. ough 
his message was doubted and himself an object of sus- 
picion, he finally convinced Captain Bayly of the Aurora, 
the senior pritish officer in Tien-Tsin of the truth of his 
mission, and preparations were at once made to send out 
a relieving column. 

A heavy dust storm a me early in the morning of the 
23a and continued throughout the day and the day follow- 
ing. Although this made it extremely uncomfortable for 
the men who were behind the parapet or in the trenches 
about the 1 re, it d certain that it would give 
us immunity from attack while it lasted. It was now ap- 
parent that the whole of the enclosure must be held, and 
this was determined ae. while a careful examination 
was made of the buildings and unds. It was found 
that in addition to the supply of water whieh could be ob- 
tained from the river. there were three wells within the 
arsenal grounds. A fourth well was dug, and a search 
brought to light more than twenty tons of rice, which, 
with the provisions brorght into the enclosure bv the 
combined forces, assured us that we could hold out for 
twenty-five days or longer. The arsenal supplied rifies 
and ammunition to that part of the force which had but 
little ammunition of their own a and what was 
equally n , su 1 implements eopmaness ur- 
gently required for the large number of wou . Anum-

ber of 3.7-inch Krupp guns were mounted by the officers 
and men under Captain von Usedom, and the waole force 
gained a well deserved rest. The total losses of the allied 
jorces NOW amounted to 2 officers and 5 men killed, and 
Bo rs and 210 men wounded out of a total force of 
2.078 of the litu of June. One man of the Newark's force

the primary object of the expedition had 
in the tight of subsequent events, the forces 
under Admiral Seymour had done valuable service in cap- 
turing an important arsenal with storehouses filled with 
munitions of war. A prisoner said that the force operat- 
ing against us was a part of the command of General 
Nieh, who had are ee gy f eommanded that part of the 
Chinese Army stationed in the military camp at Lutai, 
which, it was variously estimated, amounted to from 10,- 
we to 20,000 men. It is certain that 5,000 men wus this 
otticer in command left Lutai on the ith of June, and were 
stationed at points along the Tien-Tsin-Pekin railway so 
far north as Yangtsun. 

On the 2th the sand storm continued with less violence, 
and the continued rest had a marked effect on the con- 
dition of the officers and men, among whom there had 
been little or no sickness. The wounded improved rapidly 
in spite of the improvised field hospitals, and notwith- 
standing the fact that they had had to be frequently 
moved, This was due, perhaps, to the extraordinary dry- 
ness of the climate, the absence of rain, and, in part, to 
the small calibre of the rifles which had inflicted the 
wounds, the smailest. proportion of which proved fatal. 
As is usual, I believe, in sae on land, but an insig- 
nificant part of the injuries could be charged to the fire of 
artillery, altnough many shrapnel and shell had been 
thrown.into our lines since the Zist of June. 

Yhis day the guns which had been mounted on the 23d 
shelted several positions of the enemy, and in the after- 
noon a body of French seamen made a reconnoissanee in 
the direction of the railway beyond the left bank of the 
river. &fforts had been made to signal Tien-Tsin with 
the heliograph, but they were net successful. During this 
evening. an attempt was made with Very signals. A rocket 
followed by five red stars indicated that help was needed, 
and after a short interval two Very stars were seen in 
the direction of Tien-Tsin. Three more red stars were 
thrown into the air, and they were at once answered by 
red, green and red stars in succession from the direction 
of the foreign concessions. This exchange of signals, in- 
d- finite as it really was in meaning, was an almost sure 
indication, nowever, that Tien-Tsin was still held by our 
friends, in refe.ence to which there had been some doubt. 

Early in the morning of the 25th the activity of two 
pieces of artiliery near the north end of the native city of 
Tien-Tsin, throwing sheils in the direction of the railway, 
appeared to show that a relieving force might be advanc- 
ing in our direction. At the request of Captain von Use- 
dom, two 37-inch wrupp guns were by us moved to posi- 
tions from which they could reach the Chinese guns, the 
fire of whieh was immediately drawn to ourselves, until 
one of the guns of the enemy was reported to have been 
dismounted. A short time afterward an unusual move- 
ment of Chinese cavairy to the northward near the rail- 
way indicated that it was being pushed by an enemy in 
iis rear. ‘This, indeed, proved to be true, for in a short 
time bodies of European troops were made out, and the 
relief column, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Schrinsky, of the 12th East Siberian Regiment, with ae- 
tachments of soldiers, seamen or marines of the other 
nationalities, was soon on the opposite bank of the Pei- 
ho, being greeted by hearty cheers from the forces in the 
a:senai. The Americans in the relief column were under 
the command of Major Waller, U. 8. M. C., with 100 ma- 
rines, and Lieutenant Irwin, with « detachment of sea- 
men from the Monocacy. 

it was at first decided that the allied forces should start 
for Tien-Tsin at midday, and accordingly four flying 
bridges were prepared by the Newark’s men and one by 
English seamen to transport the entire force under Admi- 
ral Seymour to,the left bank of the river. . Later it was 
found that arrangements. to transport,the wounded could 
not be in readiness at the hour named, and so it was ar- 
ranged to postpone the start until early in the morning of 
the 26th. Late in the afternoon al! the wounded were 
transferred to the left bank, and nearly all the fighting 
force, with the exception of the French in the arsenal, and 
a party of British marines and bluejackets and American 
marines, who, under the direction of Gunnery Lieutenant 
Crofton, R. L, prepared trains of combustible materials 
by which the buildings could be fired before the rear guard 
left. During the night the arsenal grounds were held by 
the British marines and two companies of German sea- 
men, who, with a party of British seamen under Lieuten- 
ant Crofton, were the last to leave the arsenal after it 
had been fired early in the morning of the 26th. One of 
the Newark's men was wounded on the 25th. 

The whole columun under the direction of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sehrinsky started between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
morning of the 26th, marching across the —_— leading to 
the raliway embankment, the front, flanks and rear of 
Admiral Seymour's command being ‘protected by the re- 
lieving forces. The march was then continued under the 
protection of the left bank of the railway embankment 
until the canal opposite the north end of the native city 
was reaehed. Here, as the railroad bridge was partially 
destroyed, all the wounded who could not walk, with .«6 
guns and horses, were quickly ferried across by the Rus- 
sian troops, after which the march was continued to the 
railway station opposite the French Concession, without 
interference trom the enemy. The Newark’s officers and 
men were at once temporarily quartered in the houses 
and grounds occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Drew, who did all 
in their power to make us comfortable. 

As a large number of our wounded had to be carried, it 
was Saw that the bearers could not keep up with the 
column unless the men who were hauling the 3-inch gun 
were detailed to assist them, and I therefore decided to 

bandon this admirable and efficient field piece, which 
had been of considerable service during the march from 
Yangtsun to tne Siku Arsenal, having discharged 73 shrap- 
nel at the enemy. 











THERE MUST BE BETTER ORGANIZATION. 

During the interval between June 10th and June 26th a 
persistent and continuous effort was made to provide the 
men with boiled drinking water, and while I fear that this 
water was not exclusively drunk by the men, yet the fact 
that there were no cases of dysentery among our officers 
nd men, then or since, and that practically no one was 
on the sick list during this time, is the best evidence that 
he effort was no. made in vain. In addition, as a health 
measure, unlimited tea was issued to them, with which 
they could fill thelr canteens as often as they liked. I es- 
timate that the Boxers and imperial troops had not less 
than 1,000 kiiled between the 12th and 26th of June. 

I hesitate somewhat to refer to the senior naval officer's 
idmirable direction of the naval forces acting concur- 
rently for the relief of the several legations in Pekin, 
oth while attempting to reach the capital over a railway 
irtialy destroyed and during the far more difficult and 
azardous operation of falling back from Yangtsun to 
‘ien-Tsin, encumbered by, wounded who could not be left 
) @ merciless foe and opposed by infantry, artillery _and 
ivalry of the Chinese Imperial Army, assisted by Box- 
ers, who, there was evidence to show, had recently re- 
eived arms from the arsenals of China. But Vice Admi- 
il’s Seymour’s knowledge and ability are so eminent, 
nd his tact and consideration so great and constant, that 
may say that the officers and men of the eight nation- 
lities were only too pleased to execute his wishes, which 
vere accepted in reality as orders; so that the 2,000 sea- 
aen and marines under his command, or associated with 
im, became a harmonious body actuated by but one pur- 
pose. 

But I should fail. altogether in v= duty .to a brother 
eaman did I not call the attention of the government the 
onor which Admiral Seymour conferred upon our Navy 


by not hesitating to call upon the officers from the New- 


rk to assist his own magnificent body of bluejackets and 


marines; the esteem which he show for our country by 


ssigning me to the charge of the first train, and, after- 
the eonfidence which 


reat kindness in permit- 
cers to care for our 
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services of one of our own surgeons. D the almost 
continuous engagements with the enemy Sey- 
mour was copmiantiy with the adv: and so freely ex- 

nimself that both his own o and mine feared 


est we should be deprived of his conspicuous skill in di- 
recting our movements. It would be a source of unquali- 
fied gratification to the officers and men of the Newark 
who were associated with Vice Admiral Seymour's com- 
mand if our government would offer this distinguis 
officer some appropriate and tangible recognition of his 
services to our nation. 

I beg also to suggest and ask that the following men- 
tioned ofticers of the naval forces acting concurrently for 
the relief of the legations in Pekin be offered medals for 
aiding the Unitea States force under my command, and 
for supporting us in action, by reason of which our list of 
killed and wounded was not greater, viz.: 

To Capt. J. R. Jellicoe, R. N., commanding H. M. 8. 
Centurion, and chief of staff to Admiral Seymour, for val- 
uable and re ted assistance. 

To Major J. R. Johnstone, of H. M. 8. Centurion, com-~- 
manding the British marines, whose courage and qualities 
as a military officer entitle him to the greatest respect 
and whose support in battle was prompt and always to be 
relied upon. 

To Gunnery Lieut. E. G. 8S. Crofton, R. N., of H. M. 8. 
Centurion, whose skill successfully destroyed the Siku 
Arsenal, thus preventing large numbers of Chinese from 
receiving arms and munitions from that storehouse for 
use in the future. 

To Fieet Surgeon Thomas M. Sibbald, R. N., and Sur- 
geons Edward B. Pickthorn and Eric D. Macnamara, R. 
N., for skillful treatment of 25 wounded Americans, not- 
withstanding they had the care of a great number of their 
own wounded. 

To Mr. C. W. Campbell, an accomplished member of the 
British consular corps, whose knowledge of the language 
and character of the Chinese made him of great service 
to Admiral Seymour and to the entire naval force. At my 
request on the 22d of June Mr. Campbell placed himseif 
with perfect courage within 100 yards of a Chinese gun 
and many riflemen in order to parley with an officer in the 
arsenal and had a most narrow escape from death from a 
heavy rifie fire almost immediately opened by the enemy 
at short range. 

To Captain von Usedom, imperial German Navy, com- 
manding 8S. M. S. Hertha, whose admirably organized 
command always co-operated with and frequently sup- 
ported the United States force, and to whom we are 
greatly indebted for having quickly mounted Krupp guns 
in the arsenal at ».ku, in consequence of which the ene- 
my’s artillery fire was reduced to a minimum. 

To Captain de Moralles, commanding the French flag- 
ship D'Entrecasteaux, for having, for the common good, 
piaced himself and command in a perilous position inside 
the arsenal, in which were stored large quantities of pow- 
der, with ammunition, which was under artillery fire and 
was several times struck by shells from the enemy. 

To Captain Tchagin, of the Russian cruiser Rossia, who, 
with his seamen,.cordially supported the United States 
force on all occasions. 

To Captain Mori, wagertal Japanese Navy, who respond- 
ed most promptly to all requests for working parties from 
the forse under his command, and whose experience in 
China was most valuable to us. 

To Lieutenant Sirianni, of the Italian crufser Calabria, 
who came to our assistance several times without re- 
quests, and who was at all times anxious to aid the force 
under my command. 

To Midshipman E. Prochaska, of the Austrian cruiser 
Zenta, whose efficient though small force was always 
ready to aid the officers and men of the Newark. 

It will be a very pleasant duty in a future communica- 
tion to recommend certain officers and men of the Newark 
for promotion or for medals of honor, whose services just- 
ly entitle them to the consideration of the Navy Depart- 
ment, in my opinion, and I may say that I consider it an 
honor to have commanded so fine a body of officers and 
men.

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CHINESE NEWS. 


Among the letters from China published is one in the 
shape of a diary kept by Frederick M. Pyke, the sixteen- 
year-old son of Rey. Mr. Pyke, a missionary who has 
been in China for twenty-five years, part of the time as 
president of the Methodist school at Pekin. From ex- 
tracts in the New York “Sun” we take the following: 
“The Chinese soldiers taken as individuals are very polite 
and quiet, but taken as a body they are, without excep- 
tion, insulting and threatening. ‘They are armed with 
the latest Mannlichers and Mausers, and know how to 
handle them. 

“All the missionaries in Pekin are gathered in our 
compound there and protected by from ten to fifteen ma- 
rines. The British are not protecting theirs, so the 
American are protecting both British and American 
missionaries. 

‘‘Boys form more than 50 per cent of the Boxers and 
are always placed in front in an engagement by the 
cowardly men. A great majority of the slain were boys. 

“Wednesday, June 13.—Yesterday noon we went to the 
train to meet the people from Tshunhau. While over 
there before the train arrived we had a talk with two 
United States marines who had come down for supplies 
again. They have come back twice now. They told us 
of a battle they had with the Boxers. When they got 
eight miles the other side of Loh Fah, they had to stop 
and set men to work to repair the track where it was 
torn up. 

“The Boxers opened fire on the repairing men, whereat 
the British threw out an advanced guard, then with a 
large force of bluejackets, turned their flank and pushed 
them across the track right toward the body of Ameri- 
cans, who formed the left flank, and passed the Rus- 
sians, who formed the center of the fighting line. The 
marines said ‘we let ’em have it.’ 

“The Boxers were quite brave, coming within forty 
yards, sometimes, of the rifles, but they were cut to 
pieces and broken. They lost between 60 and 100 killed. 
These two marines brought down five wounded, one of 
whom died on the way. They all just begged to have 
their heads cut off. The other four are in the Govern- 
ment hosiptal. A good many of them were armed with 
firearms and some were very well mounted. Some peo- 
ple think these were Chinese soldiers. 

“Even the English say that Captain MeCalla, the 
officer in command of the Americans, is the best man 
in the expedition. The Italians, who were standing on 
guard near the armored train, got a great scare near 
midnight. The whole party on guard ran pellmell for 
the train and fairly tumbled into their car, so frightened 
were they, and, as it afterwards proved, at nothing at 
all, as no Boxers were in sight. 

“To the north of us is one great semi-circular line of 
flame; the fire was set by the Americans. As one of 
them said: ‘We can beat the Boxers setting fire to 
buildings.’ To-night the Americans are going to take 
the western arsenal and destroy it by fire. 

“Saturday, June 23.—Our hearts were gladdened this 
morning by the sight of the long-hoped-for reinforce- 
ments. First 500 British sailors from H. M. 8. Terri- 
ble came in hot, dusty and very much worn out. Two 
or three companies of the Hong Kong Welsh Fusiliers 
followed them. . Then came one or two companies of the 
United States Marine Corps with ‘Old Glory’ flying at 
their heads. My! bat we did cheer them. They, too, 
were very tired.”

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

After San Francisco de Malabon had been taken on 
July 6, 1900, the town was occupied by the 2d Battalion 
of the 4th Inf. commanded by Major Scott. The na- 
tives were sullen for several weeks after the town was 
occupied but were gradually won over by considerate 
treatment. At a council held in a southern suburb of 
the town it was proposed to attack the garrison of 
Malabon, but leading men in the town opposed it, saying 
that they were treated well then, and as a result no 
hostile shot has been fired in the district commanded 
by Major Scott. On July 4 the Major gave a reception 
to the people, setting out a table spread with good 
things cooked in the highest style of native culinary art. 

The Manila “American” of July 1 said that from 
several fires which occurred the day before in various 
districts it appeared that there was an organized plan 
to start a big conflagration in Manila. At 8 a, m. there 
was much excitement in the Binondo district of the 
city, owing to the conflagrations. In the midst of 
it some unknown person threw a bomb wrapped up in 
a handkerchief and of the same make and size as those 
captured in Tondo on the day of the funeral of Gen- 
eral Lawton. In this instance the cap broke off, but 
the bomb did not explode. Some splendid fire fighting 
was done by men of Co. I, 20th Inf., under Lieut. Cav- 
anagh, who did as effective work as the regular fire 
department, 

One of the troublesome questions in Panay Island is 
how to give protection to the hacienda (plantation) 
owners. They have been clamoring for firearms to 
defend themselves from the ladrones, but the military 
authorities do not consider it expedient to put guns in 
their hands. In Concepcion Province, Panay, Lieut.- 
Col. William M. Van Horne, has adopted a plan which is 
meeting with approval. From three to five men are 
sent to a hacienda, with instructions to patrol daily 
the road from sugar plantation to the next at which 
troops are stationed. The “protectos” are made much 
of by the planters, who furnish them with good quarters 
and provide ample means for their comforts, supplement- 
ing the Government rations with various good things 
from their own tables. The men enjoy the change. 
A detail remains at one hacienda five to ten days, re- 
porting every five days for a new supply of rations, in- 
structions, change of detail, ete. It is believed that the 
plan of Colonel Van Horn will solve the problem of pro- 
tecting the haciendas and small barrios from the la- 
drones. If we are not mistaken, some such plan was 
tried in Porto Rico and Cuba after the Spanish war. 

A valuable capture was made at the barrio of Villasis 
in the province of Pangasinan June 9, by Lieut. Bolton 
of the 17th Inf. Lieutenant Bolton received word 
that a party of insurgents were in the vicinity of the bar- 
rio and he surrounded the place and captured two of- 
ficers, Col. Jose Cabistini and Major Jose Perez, to- 





gether with five others among whom was the Presi- 
dente of San Tomas. They also captured three re- 
volvers, twelve rifles, and over 1,000 rounds of am- 


munition. 

Capt. Butts, of the Sth Inf., was attacked on June 
10, at Maasin, in Southern Panay, by a party of rebels. 
Iie and Lieutenant Barnes of his country made sep- 
arate counter attacks in different directions, success- 
fully dispersing the enemy. Butts killed seven of the 
rebels, and Barnes succeeded in slaying fourteen and 
capturing thirteen. 

On June 14 a detachment of scouts went to a small 
and 16 men under Lieutenant Conger were attacked by 
barrio north of Dumangas. The troops were divided 
a force of between 50 and 75 rifles and 200 bolomen. 
One man, John Glover, was mortally wounded. There 
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were only 11 men to fight, as 4. were left behind to hold 
their horses. The 11 men under their lieutenant charged 
the force against them, coming quite to close quarters 
before the insurgents gave way. But the scouts became 
short of ammunition and found it necessary to retreat 
in order not to be surrounded and captured. 

Lieut.-Col. Dickman, 36th Inf., sent Captain Pack, with 
detachments from Cos. B and D to investigate. lt was 
decided to prevent further trouble at Dumangas by burn- 
ing the town, which they did, leaving only the church. 
They had hardly completed their work when they found 
themselves surrounded by 400 to 500 riflemen. Captain 
Peck then completed the destruction of the town, accord- 
ing to the Manila “American,” by setting fire to the 
church and barracks and took up a position with his men 
behind some old ruins. There they were kept under fire 
hind some old ruins. . There they were kept under fire 
and during the night the enemy built trenches and bar- 
ricades about them. On the morning of the 6th, 15 
men under Sergeant English and Sergeant Howe at- 
tempted to break through the lines with a despatch 
but were driven back with Corporal Albert M. Denneby 
killed and two others wounded. Reinforcements arrived 
several hours later and they burned their company 
property and retreated to Barotac Nuevo and reported. 
A larger force was sent out and all the property for 
three miles around was burned without apy further 
resistance by the natives. 

At midnight of June 14, Companies H and M of 
the 40th Inf under Captain Miller left Cagayan and 
marched out to attack the insurrectos who were intrench- 
ed in a strong position in the hills some eight miles 
southwest of the Cagayan (Mindanao) river. Not far 
from where the insurgents were the trail became very 
steep and narrow, and it was necessary for the men 
to climb up a sharp acclivity, one man at a time. Cap- 
tain Miller detached a force of 15 men, to charge up 
a ravine and get on the insurgent left flank. The 
flanking party had gone but a short distance when the 
rebels opened fire. There was a hard fight but the de- 
tached troops regained the main column. The enemy 
was very stubborn, and Captain Miller sent to Cagayan 
for reinforcements which arrived at 11 o'clock. he 
fight was renewed, but without achieving much success. 
The Manila “American” says that Capt. Miller received 
an ugly bullet wound, and Capt. Elliot was badly 
hurt by being caught in an insurgent man trap. The 
Americans lost eight killed, and (including the two 
pa eight wounded. A return to Cagayan was 
ordered. 

On the night of May 21 Company L of the 45th Inf., 
stationed at Libmanan, defended the town against a 
night attack of one thousand insurgents armed with 
rifles and bolos. A company of ge cavalry made 
a rush at either end of the towns. hey were stopped 
at one end but entered at the other and a street fight 
began which developed into a struggle in the dark. 
The Americans although outnumbered, held the town 
and drove every insurgent out by daylight. Six dead 
Filipinos were found on the streets of the town. Out- 
side of town twelve insurgents were killed and more 
wounded. At daylight and during the day the hills 
around the town were covered with insurgents, who 
hung around for three days, and each night an attempt 
was made to enter the town. 

The Manila “Times” of July 14 said: “Capt. Newhill, 
of the 34th Inf., reports from Baler the capture of 
13 Remington rifles, 108. cartridges, 2 Lee .rifles (U. 8.) 
with 40 cartridges, and 4 small brass cannon with 150 
solid shot. The U. 8. rifles belonged to Lieut. Gillmore’s 
boat. Two witnesses have been found who were present 
when Capt. Novicio’s band buried an American prisoner 
alive. The Presidente of Baler and chief civil authori- 
ties in that valley under the insurgent government, have 
been in hiding and are supposed to be accessories to the 
murder of Venville and the murder of one of Gillmore’s 
men. 

After Major Maximo, an insurgent, was taken prisoner 
by our troops at Unison, a gang of ladrones in that 
neighborhood killed his father-in-law, his wife, four of 
his children, torturing them all, and robbing the family 
of about $11,000 in money and jewelry. A detachment- 
of six men, under Capt. Newberry, 30th Inf., with 
Major Maximo as guide, went out and killed nine of 
the robbers, took 13 prisoners and nine rifles, and re- 
covered a portion of the jewelry and $1,200. 

Major Steever, 3d Cav., spent four days in the early 
part of July in pursuit of Gen. Tinio in the mountains 
of Slocos Norte, northern Luzon. Some of the hard- 
ships of his scout may be formed from his statement 
that he left his horses at one place “and footed it up 
one river and down another waist deep.” 

The Manila “Times” of July 14 said: ‘The 21st Inf. 
have been through many a hard campaign and if there 
is any rest whatever in Provost Guard duty they truly 
deserve it.”

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


Press reports from the Visayas Islands show that there 
has been activity among the insurgents there during the 
last six weeks. General Mojica, in Leyte, and General 
Luchan, in Samar, are harassing the garrisons, shoot- 
ing into the towns during the night and ambushing small 
parties, firing and then retreating upon the larger bodies. 
The Americans have garrisoned three towns on Samar 





Island. General Luchan punishes the islanders who have 
any relations with the Americans. Cebu is likewise dis- 
turbed. 


General Wright, Major Maus and others, have returned 
from a trip to Benguet province, where they recommend 
the immediate establishment of a convalescent hospital. 
Benguet is tranquil. 

Surgeon General Sternberg has received a report from 
Major Guy L. Edie, President of the Board of Health 
in Manila, stating that the Board is considering a plan 
to segregate all the lepers on one island, and says 30,000 
lepers are in the archipelago, largely in the Visayas. 
In a recent inspection of Manila, 100 lepers were found 
concealed in various houses, while many others escaped 
to the country. We gave in our issue of Aug. 18 the 
names of officers comprising the Board on selecting the 
site for the leper hospital. 

The commission headed by Judge Taft will become 
the legislative body of the Philippines on September 1, 
with power to take and appropriate insular moneys, to 
establisn judicial and educational systems and to make 
and pass all laws. General MacArthur will be the ex- 
ecutive head to enforce the laws of the commission. 

A board consisting of five Army officers has been ap- 
pointed to make a report upon a classification of all per- 
sons employed in the public service in Manila.

-. FROM THE ISLANDS. 


August opened with thirty-five cases of yellow fever 
in Havana. There were fifty-nine cases in the city on 





Aug. 12, four of the victims being Americans. There 
were thirty deaths from the fever during July. Up to 
Aug. 12 the number of deaths in August was eleven. On 
Aug. 18 there were fifty cases on the records. Yellow 


fever cases this year have been principally confined to the 
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locality just west of Central Park, known as the 
city. Searcely any cases have appeared in what has 
heretofore been known as the “yellow belt,” in the 
vicinity of the arsenal and the wharves. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that a great amount of sanitary 
work was done in the old part of the city last year, and 
electrical disinfectants have been continually used there, 
Col. Black has ordered the electrozone plant run night 
and day. No cases are reported — our soldiers. 

A beard —— of Majors William OC. Gorgas, 
Damaso T. Laine Marlborough C. Wyeth, surgeons, 
has been convened in the office of the chief surgeon of 
the Division of Cuba to examine into the outbreak of yel- 
low fever among the troops stationed at Pinar del Rio 
Barracks. A ay, from Pinar to Havana head- 
quarters on Aug. 16 said that Lieut. C. F. Armistead, 
2d Art., was a fever suspect. 

Major Gorgas, chief of the Sanitary Department of 
Havana, is not alarmed over the yellow fever situation 
in- Havana. He points out that despite 30 deaths from 
yellow fever in July, the mortality rate for that month 
was the lowest in ten years. In a letter to the “Havana 
Post” he says that this fact shows the sanit con- 
dition of the city at the present time is better than it 
has ever been before. “It is true,” he says, “that we 
have more yellow fever than in July of last year. .But 
the ——_ question of having, or not having yellow 
fever is the question of the number of people who are 
capable of having it, namely non-immunes. At the 
smallest estimate we have five times the number of non- 
immunes in Havana to-day that we had this time last 
year. 

For the two weeks ending July 28 the death rate in 
Ponce, Porto Rico, and the surrounding country was 
216 deaths, against 70 births. An investigation into the 
remarkable mortality was begun by the Board of Health. 

The Post Office Department has established the first 
railroad mail service in Hawaii. The line runs around 
the island of Oahu, carrying the mails between Honolulu 
and Kahuku. 


TOURNAMENT AT LONG BRANCH. 

Great interest is manifested in the Military Tourna- 
ment to be held at Long Branch Aug. 24 and 25, 
under the auspices of the Monmouth County Horse 
a Association. Asst. Adjt. Gen. T. J. O’Dono- 
hue, Sth Brigade, New York, who so successfully 
took charge of the military programme last year, has 
charge this year, and has completed the many de- 
tails in connection with the event.

A. G. Hales, representative in South Africa of the 
“Daily News,” is thelatest war correspondent to attack 
the methods and red tape of the British War Office. 
He says: 

“Let me tell you how our Army in Africa is treated 
by the incompetent people in the good City of London. 
I pledge my word as a man and a journalist, that every 
written word is true, I will add nothing, nor detract from, 





nor set down aught in malice. If my statements are 
proved false, then let me scour, with the tongue and 
pen of scorn from every decent Briton’s home and hearth 


forever after, for he who lies about his country at such 
an hour as ‘this is of all traitors the vilest.” 

Mr. Hales then goes on to say: 

Lieut.-Gen. Sir Leslie Rundle has to told a frontage 
line from Winburg, via Senekel, almost to the borders 
of Basutoland.

The British killed in South Africa from the 
of the war to July 28 were 271 officers and 2, 
73 officers and 681 men died of wounds; a total of 3,527.
